‘The Problem for Carlsbad.” 


i article under the above caption, which is printed elsewhere 
this week, contains, we believe, a great deal that should interest all 
those who care for the future of the Zionist Movement. It reviews 
the situation of the Zionist Organisation and of Zionism, so far as 
they alfect the future of the Jewish people in reference to the Land 
of Israel. The gist of the article is its insistence upon the position 
into which Dr. WrIzMANN and the Executive Committee were 
jockeyed by Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL. Evidently with the agssist- 
unce, if not the prompting, of Sir HERBERT SAMUEL, they were 
ianceuvred into the position of having to forego every shadow 
of claim to the principles of Jewish Nationalism. the 
question is put to the coming Conference at Oa 
whether something cannot be done to cover the blunder that 
was made when.Dr. WEIZMANN, on behalf of the Executive 
_ommittee, accepted, without protest or reservation, Mr. CHURCHILL'S 
Statement as a definition of the Balfour Declaration, of the 
oliigations of Great Britain under the Mandate, and of the 
proper work to be pursued by the Organisation in Palestine. As to 
‘he premises upon which the article is based, we imagine there 
(.cnot be much argument. Mr, CHURCHILL'S Statement narrowed 
aud limited the whole conception of the Zionist Movement. The 
‘ational Home for the Jewish people which Great Britain 
promised to help in establishing, was brought down to toleration in 
the Land of Israel of a Jewish “community,” which, however, was to 
be ‘ecruited only subject to Arab predilections in that direction. It 


is all very well to argue that our criticism of the action of the 


iiaxecutive Committee is based upon mere words, and that it does 
not really matter whether the settlement which is taking place in 
Palestine is called a Jewish “community” or a Jewish Common- 
wealth. Those who thus reason ignore the pretty obvious fact that 
in a matter like this a great deal, a vital deal, depends upon — 
intention. The word “ Home,” for instance, may mean anything ; 
stable isa home, so ig acastle. But the preparation for building 
the home, the ancillary measures to be taken, are surely different if 
the home we contemplate setting up is an outhouse or a mansion. 
Since Mr. CHuRcHILE has. said that all the Government intend to 
allow Jews to do in Palestine is to establish a “ community” there, 
and since the Executive of the Zionist Organisation have con- 
curred, it is not to be supposed that the Government will countenance 
such work being undertaken by or on behalf of Jews in Palestine, 
which, upon the face of it, is designed for the setting up of a Jewish 
National Home, as the term was generally understood when the 
expression was employed it tlie Balfour Declaration. Then, 


again, there gre those who, like the American journal referred 
| to in the article, think that although Mr. CuuRCHILL has virtually 


renounced the Balfour Declaration, and in effect pretty well 
eviscerated (so far as its Jewish bearings are coneerned) the Mans 
date, “ we ought to be satisfied”—Dayenu Zionists, we suppose— 
and tell us that we need worry ourselv¥es about nothing else, so long 


Mr. De HAas points out that 
agitation is that a new position has been created for a great. 
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as there is a steady stream of migration of Jews into Palestine. Let us 
get a million of Jews into Palestine, they argue, and then everything 
will be in the best of possible situations in the best of possible 
worlds. But, as the article to which we are directing attention 
shows, this for many reasons is a mere mirage. The quality of 
the immigration, the intention and the spirit animating the 
immigrants, the prospect they have set before them, all these are 


elements which it were fatuous folly not to take into very strict 
account. 


Again, so much devends upon what thing Jewish is going 
to be set up in Palestine. For the purpose of a National Home 
for the Jewish People quite a different immigration is needed, both 
quantitatively and qualitatively, as we have before pointed out, 
than if only a community is in prospect. We have no slight 
proof of this in the fact thatas only a Jewish Community is now con- 
templated, the Jewish immigration arrangements are to be left to the 
Arabs, it being well known that they will take abundant care that such 
immigration, as is allowed, will be of a volume commensurate with 
the setting up of a Jewish community, and not such as would be 
called for in the setting up of a’° Jewish Commonwealth. 
It is not in the least surprising, however bitterly disappointing it 
may be to those trustful Zionists who looked upon the Hien 
COMMISSIONER as “our Samuel,” to find that in obedience to the 
whole of the mew concept of the situation which Mr. CHURCHILL 
drew in his Statement, he has actually dismissed all Jews from the 
l'momigration Bureau of his Administration. Why not? Sir 
HeEREERT SAMUEL, who was appointed under the egis of the 
Balfour Declaration and its well-understood implications, went out, 
so he himself proclaimed, as a second Nehemiah. The Churcbill 
Statement has knocked all that romantic idealism, together with 
the quasi- prophetic halo he assumed, into the proverbial cocked hat. 
Sir HERBERT, bereft of his nimbus of glory, appears—and acts— just as 
an ordinary Government oflicial sent out to administer some prosaic 
possession of this country, his almost entire purpose being that the 
territory under his control shall give as little trouble as possible to 
the Government Department responsible for it. We fear that those 
who look to immigration into Palestine as the be-all and end-all of 
Zionist effort are leaning upon an already broken reed. But for the 
moment the mogt important thing is. as the article to which we 
direct mitre Liem that the Zionist Organisation should save its 
honour, its dignity, its self-respect, and its capacity for future useful- 
ness by undoing the egregious mistake—or perhaps deplorable 
impasse—into which the Executive Committee was led. The oppor- 
tunity for this occurs at the Conference of Zionists that is to be heid 
next week at Carlsbad. If the Conference accepts the position as it 
is, and confirms the action of the Executive, then to all intents and 
purposes—there can be no denying it-—-the Zionist Organisation as 
such will have ceased to function. Because, as we have so often 
reminded our readers, the essential basis of Zionism is Jewish 
Nationalism, and the purpose of Jewish Nationalism is the establish- 
ment im the Laud of Israel of a National Home for the Jewish 
People—a Jewish Commonwealth. It is beyond words a tragedy, 
for which, to be sure, the Zionist Organfsation, as the article we 
reprint rightly points out, is not by any means chiefly to blame, 
that the magnificent prospects for the political emancipation of 
Jewry and for the beginning of a solution of the Jewish problem 
should haye petered down to the mere scrag and ghost of its former 
self it now is. But at least it is to be hoped that the Carlsbad 
Conference, the first World Conference of Zionists that has met 
since the fatal act of the Executive, will at least re-establish, so 
far as it can, the moral position of the Zionist Organisation. 
Frankly, we do not, for our part, rely greatly upon the hope. The 
amour propre of some of the leaders is as sacred to them as their 
self-satisfied, Micawber-like optimism, sure sign of impotence and 
lack of determining purpose, is, we regret to think, irrefragable. 


And we fear, however much we could wish otherwise, that their . 


influence with the Conference will incline it to take the way of leasti 
resistance—the sluggard’s way—in this really critical moment of 


our people’s existence—to ;pass a series of amiable and compli- 
mentary resolutions and—to pass on!

Nationalists. These Jews have become pro-Palestinians.” That, 
we would say in passing, is precisely the view we ourselves have 
frequently urged in these columns. Events that occurred within 
the last few years, chiefly the fact that the country came under 
the wzis of Great Britain, have altered the point of view of a large 
number of Jews concerning Palestine. We hardly like the name 
which Mr. pe HAAs has chosen for these coreligionists, because ~ pro. 
Palestinians’ seems to indicate an organised resistance to anti-Pales. 
tinians, and such in effect do not exist. For our part we would 
preferto cal! those towhom Mr. pr HAAs refers Palestinists.”” They 
are anxious to do work for the benefit of Palestine from other, it 
may be several other, reasons than those which animate the Jewish 
Nationalist or the true Zionist. 


A sentimental regard for Palestine, partly historic, partly 
religious, whereby those who nourish it are induced to look 
upon the country in the same way as its inhabitants look 
upon its sacred places, may well be one sufficient cause inducing 
them to wish to see Palestine upbuilt and prosperous instead of 
remaining a derelict ruin, as it has been, more or less, for so 
long. A prospect of Palestine becoming a centre of Jewish culture 
and Jewish learning, even though remaining a _ British-Arab 
land, may also induce Jews, and quite commendably, to interest 
themselves in its future progress. So with those who think that 
Palestine must necessarily exercise a charm all its own over the 
Jews who settle there, and that, therefore, though but a community” 
of Jews be formed, it will be an exemplary aggregation of our 


people, a pattern of what the Jewish religion can and should make ~ 


of its adherents. We would be far from decrying interest in the 
ancient land thus aroused, or crying hands off! to all whose 


activity in and concerning Palestine is not prompted by national 


sentiment. As we have often said, we believe that the future of 
the Jewish people in relation to the land will, in the long run, 
be determined by Jewish Nationalism, and by that alone, and that 
therefore only those who are Jewish Nationalists really effectually 
count in the matter. But that is not to say that any of those 
whose hearts are turned to Palestine for any reason, and who desire 
its well-being, should be discouraged, even by the most ardent of 
Jewish Nationalists. As * Palestinists"’ their services may well be of 
avail in the sum total of Jewish work which the land ‘together with 
all it should stand for to the Jewish people) urgently needs. And 
Mr. De HaAAs will have assisted very materially in securing this help 
by the differentiation which his letter has suggested. ‘Thosé who 
deem themselves Zionists and who, therefore, are Jewish 
Nationalists (or they are not really Zionists), naturally resent the 
assumption of the title Zionist, by those who are attracted to 
Palestine and Palestine work for other than national reasons. That 
resentment prevents anything like the best being done by all in their 
respective spheres, if only because it tends to a minimum of work 
and a maximum of discussion. Let ‘Palestinists,’ then, while not 
seeking to take unto themselves a name to which their principles 
do not entitle them, work and labour under a denomination which 
is surely no less honourable, no less respectable—in the true 
sense of the term—than is Zionism, and is one which should inspire 
those whose adhesion it claims, to good and useful work in Palestine. 
There is abundant room for all 1 M2063 Ox, which, for the nonce, 
we would translate: each according to his predilections, allowing 
equal freedom for the predilections of all. 


Viscount Northcliffe. 


Wir the death of Lord Nortucuirre there has . passed away 
one of the most forceful and remarkable personalities in modern 
English life. He devoted his career tothe profession of journalism 
in which he was wrapped up heart and soul, not alone 
because of his inherent love for it, which was with him as an 
abiding passion, but because, too, he recognised the power which 
it is capable of imparting. jn that respect he employed it 
in his own way to the very utmost, and so successful did it 
become in his hands, that he compelled by force of example 
the general adoption of his methods. Few men have been 
able to exercise the influence over vast numbers of people such 
as Lord NORTHCLIFFE for years possessed. Whether he always 
utilised it for good cannot fairly bea question to-day.

In the course of a very interesting interview which the | ay, 
Dr. Maurice Harris, of New York, accords to our columns | \is 
week, in which he tells of his recent trip in Palestine, he refer, to 
the Federation of Jewish Charities in New York. It is a mater 
to which the Jewish Chronicle has frequéntly called attention, 
urging that what has proved of so much value to our coreligion..ts 
in America ought to be introduced here where almost eyory 
charitable institution is in constant dilemma by reason of (lie 
paucity of support accorded to it by the public. We have strongly 
pleaded for the establishment here of some organisation which 
would co-ordinate our various charitable institutions, so that tlie 
funds for them might be gathered in as a combined effort, instead 
of by a series of independent ones, with,we are convinced, a great 


_ saving of time, labour, energy and money, and a vastly better 


response from the community. Dr. Harris tells us that such ao 
organisation in New York, although it has not reached yet tlic 
highest expectations formed of it, has proved so successful that, 
as. he puts it, “New York to-day could scarcely get on without 
it.’ “It has reached more subscribers than previously contri 
buted to the separate institutions, and they contribute more 
than they did before. It bas had the effect of systematising 
Jewish charity by organising and correlating cognate groups 
of societies.” Why, with the condition of things as they exist 
in this country, such a system should not be introduced, nobody 
has ever explained, although those mrfnly responsible for our 
institutions have, for reasons they do not tell, come to the con 
clusion that it would not answer here. As Dr. Harris shows, that 
was precisely the attitude taken up by communal leaders in 
America before they were induced to employ a system 80 obviously 
advantageous. It is worth noting that a brother of Dr. li tunis, 
the Rev. Isipore Harris, who, in connection with the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, the gathering in of whose funds !ias 
been so largely bis burden, has strongly advocated the adoption of 
the plan which has been found so beneficial in America.

late spouse by the ornate and expensive character of the memorial 
that was set up over his grave. The lady was distressed to think 
that a headstone such as she could afford—indeed, she could afford 
none at all—would be taken as an advertisement by all who saw it that 
ber affection for the husband with whom she had been united for 
many years was slight, and that the memory she bore him was 
negligible. I had no hesitation about what I told the good lady. I 
advised her to expend the very minimum possible on the dead, 
seeing that the little of this world’s goods she had she needed 
so sorely for the living. I am happy to think that she took 
my advice, that her husband who was a man of admirable 
character, modest and retiring in demeanour, rests beneath a 
memorial characteristic of him, and that his widow has not been 
induced to waste a considerable sum of money she needed so 
badly for other purposes, upon vain ostentation and idolatrous 
show. 


Jewish Example—and Practice. 


The entire conception of what I would call death duties— 
the duties of the living to the dead—has undergone in this country a 
vast and sensible revolution during the last half century. Expensive 
funerals, with gorgeously plumed hearses and elaborately 
caparisoned horses to draw the deceased with . relatives and 
friends to the place of burial, are now seldom seen. I believe 
that it is only among what,.for lack of a better term. are 
called the lower classes, that extravagance in funerals 
prevails. Among the cultured, simplicity, so consistent with 
death, is allowed now to rule. I had always thought that this 
very wise departure was due in some measure to Jewish example, 
since by custom if not by law Jewish funerals are of the plainest, and 
anything like elaboration is rigidly abjured. It may be that Jews 
bad some influence in the direction to which I allude. - But 
in that case’ it is notable that we, who have taught others come- 
thing of the true dignity of death and the right attitude to the dead 
of the living, should ourselvcs of late years have shown a 
tendency of a very opposite kind. I have noticed that the splendid 
ideal of the plainest and least ornate possible coffin which used to 
ve the rule—one of plain deal with rope handles—has gradually 
given place to a black covered coffin with more or less ornamental 
trappings. And I recollect being present at the funeral of one of our 
communal leaders and noticing that his coffin was of some highly 
polished wood with brass equipments of a very gaudy sort. It 
will be a thousand pities if we Jews generally yield our good 
custom, based as it is upon humanity, humility, common sense, 
and right feeling, for the meretricious fashion which is still in vogue 
among many non-Jews, 


Tombstones. 


It is, however, in the matter of tombstones I notice that 
we Jews are sadly falling. away from the artistic beauty which 
should be associated with man’s passing from earth to the Unknown, 
We are indulging in vulgar ostentation, which takes an utterly perverse 
view of the respect which death claims of the living. Our cemeteries 
are filled with egregious creations, which tell tothing so surely as 
of the vast amount of money that has been expended upon them. In 
the same way, the inscriptions upon these tombstones seem to me 
to be borrowed, if not literally, then at least in style, from those which 
can be seen in any non-Jewish cemetery. These post obit tributes 
always strike me as not only ridiculous but wasteful. When 
1 go through a cemetery in which these abound I cannot 
look upon the memorials as gravestones. Far from being 
grave, they are redolent very very frequently of that 
sort of humour which, because it is unconscious, is per- 
haps the keenest. For whom are these epitaphs compounded ? 
I: it for those who knew the dead about whom they are written ? 
Then they are surely not needed. Are they for those who knew them 


not? Of what value in such case could be the good opinion of 
anyone who based it in such a matter on what he read upon a tomb- 
8to1.e? How often do we not see the most glaring discrepancy 
between the tombstone tribute and our knowledge of the actual life 


of the one to whom it refers? Beautiful Bible texts are 
thus 


made things over which laughter is difficult to 


Suppress. I forbear from giving instances which might be recog- 
nised, and thus become hurtful to those responsible for them 
There is no reason for me to give examples. . Anyone who takes 
the trouble to read what is written upon some of the tombstones in 
our cemeteries of those they knew in life will appreciate what I sev. 
I do not forget de mortuis nil nisi bonum. But on the one har’ 
that does not mean that we should engrave untruths about te 
dead, and set the stones bearing them as permanent mockeries at 
their head, while on the other hand I have always thought the 
proverb was invented by one who was painfully conscious of what 


ought to be said of him after death if those who knew him spoke 
truly, 


The Great Leveller, 


The Sephardic community recognised the disrespect to the dead 
which these elaborate, expensive, ostentatious, swaggering memorials 
constitute, and they made a rule that all gravestones in their 
cemeteries should be of a uniform character and flat upon the 
ground. Whether that salutary rule, which bears to anyone who 
enters a Sephardic burying place the inestimable lesson of Death 
as the great leveller, that the rich and the poor are alike and 
one thing happeneth to them all, is being maintained I am unable 
to say. I am told that little tentaclés of variation are noticeable 
in sume Sephardic cemeteries in England in these days. Le 
this as it may, a halt should be called to the terrible riot cf 
bad fashion that prevails in other Jewish cemeteries in this 
country. I shall be told that all this is hardly helpful 
to the stone-masons. But, really, these gentlemen could, more 
easily than those engaged in most other trades, turn the'r 
vocation from the purpose of useless, harmful! waste to some other 
that would help forward the progress of mankind. A stone-masopn, | 
imagine, could as easily carve stone intended for a building as for a 
tomb. But, in any case, the stone-magsons would be wise if they 
supported the view I have been trying to urge: Because | believe 
that a large number of people now refrain from placing anytombstore 
at all to mark the last resting place of their relatives. because they 
cannot afford a very expensive creation and they are afraid that if 
they put up a moderate one they will give tongue to scandal. So it 
may be—I merely throw this out as a suggestion—that the stone- 
masons are overreaching themselves, and that they would reap 
greater profit than they now do were the fashion for simple tomb- 
stones with which everyone would feel it a duty to mark the grave 
of the one dear to them. 


My concern, however, is chiefly with the moral deterioration 
which the lavish, extravagant sicrifice for the dead creates. 
It is mainly, though not by any means entirely, to be noted among 
us in this matter of ornate and elaborate tombstones. And I 
hope that what I have said will tend to show those who are afflicted 
by the loss of one who in hfe was very near unto them, that far 
from showing true respect and true regard by raising an extravagant 
monument to mark the last resting place of the one they have lost, 
they are manifesting a vulgar spirit totally foreign to the sentiment 
they would wish to exhibit, and what is of more consequence utterly 
alien to the whole idea of Death, its beauty, its solemnity, its 
sacredness, as conceived in Jewish philosophy. Our death duties— 
the duties we owe to the dead—are belied when we think to fulfil 
them by the appalling display of material wealth to which I have 
ventured to draw attention.

GERMAN ANTI-SEMITISM, 


(From our Correspondent.) BERLIN. 

Copnt Reventlow, the leader of the anti-Semitic pariy in Germany, 
sae, in his orgam, the leichswart, announced the “discovery” of a 

secret Jewish book.” According to this report, Messrs. Clay and 
ons, of London, published in 1918 a pamphlet called “Jews Among the 
~ntente Leaders.” This booklet, says Count Reventlow, was not exposed 
or sale; but he claims to have succeeded lJast year in borrowing it from a 
_ondon library, when he photographed all the pages. The book, which was 
nblished privately, was mentioned by the 7'imes in 1919, and a well-known 
_erlin collector had the curiosity to acquire a copy ; hence Count Reventilow 
ould bave seen it in Germany for the asking. It is quite an interesting 
ttle work, giving the life history of several prominent Jewish personalities 
‘9 the Entente countrier, and was evidently written to prove to fuiure 
-eperations that the Jews did their duty during the war. Had Reventlow 
,nown of the existence of a copy of this work in Germany, probably he 
w. Jd not bave written about it such a collection of lies as he has done. 
lic speaks very mysteriously of a “red calendar "—there is no such thing 
in the book. He also gives a detailed description of a photographic 
reproduction of a picture in the pamphlet—"the picture represents the 
Jew Kerensky, as a new Moses, descending with two ‘red Law- 
tablets from Sinai. Around him are the masses of the Jowish people. 
.¢). b ckground is the Palais Taurisch, the Duma of cold Russia. To 
‘he poht of Kerensky is a bust, presumably representing Karl Marx.” 

»>re is, a8 @ matter of fact, no picture in the pamphlet at all. There 
. another “secret Jewish book” published in London—“The British 
'ewry Book of Honour.” Let us hope that Reventlow will “ discover” 
that also! 

Since the passing of the law for the preservation of the Republic, the

lhe “rules and regulations” end: 

‘These are only a few rules to be followed in our secret work. The list is not 
complete. But the main ideas are made clear in it. — 

At an exhibition of church ornaments, now being held at Stuttgart, a 
large section is devoted to Jewish art and culture. The Chief Rabbi of 
‘tuiigart, Dr, Rieger, bas spared no pains in interesting eminent Jewish 
artists io the exhibition. There are included some excellent works in 
wetal from the Mendelsohn workshops at Hellerau, and a Menorah 
from Jadikow (Berlin). Frederic Adler; of Hamburg, shows bis 
well-known Kiddush goblet, as well as some stained-glass work, 
representing the Twelve Tribes. From Breslau, Professor Grotte has 
sent three iron Chanukah candelabra, and Hermann Kahn and Hermann 
rechenbach, of Stattgart, exhibit two pieces—a Misrach leaf, and “the 
‘almud Scholar.” Two very old Thora shields are also shown, one of 
\bich was presented to the Stuttgart Congregation by Berthold Auerbach 
in 2. A Bumber of lectures on synagogal art bave been delivered by 
Professor Grotte and others. 

A trustworthy correspondent, who bas just returned here from 
Mcscow, states that the famine conditions in Russia have improved on 
ac cunt of the new good harvest. Business is reviving in the country, 
aud the Jews are rapidly becoming the captains of industry under the 
Lew conditions. There are now a hundred thousand Jews in Moscow, 
and the signs of Kasher butchers can be seen in many of the streets of 
the capital. The Government has permitted the Jews to revive some of 
their social and charitable activities in the city. In comparison with 

other towns, life in Moscow can even be termed gay and extravagant. 
Anti Semitism is, however, spreading in the city, as a result of the 
‘ Wing Jewish population.

LANGUAGES OF NATIONAL MINORITIES.

At Gnessen (Province of Posen), the Jews have received anopymcus 
letters threatening them with death unless they leave the town. Many 
Jewish shops and houses have been marked with mysterious signs. ihe 
local Jewish community, and the Jewish National Council at Warsaw, 
have made representations to the cabinet. The Minister of the Interior 
promised to adopt precautionary measures to prevent any violence.

New Rabbinical Consistory. 
FIRE AT HAYDAR-PACHA. 


(From our Correspondent.) CONSTANTINOPLE 

The Minister of Justice has, in an official letter, invited the Chief 
Rabbi of Turkey to dissolve the provisional commission at the Chief 
Rabbinate, and to elect a Consistory in conformity with the regulations 
of the community, which would thus have the force of law. The 
“ provisional” commission has been in existence too long, since it Cates 
back more than four years, and communal affairs are therefore subject 
to ont-of-date laws. If the Chief Rabbinate wishes, with the approval 
of the Jewish population, to introduce modifications in the laws, the 
Government, says the Minister, will endeavour to meet their wishes, Lut 
in the meantime the Chief Rabbinate must continue to regulate communal 
affairs in accordance with existing laws. ‘lhe Chief Kabbiisto be held 
personally responsible in case this Government order is not obeyed. 
Consequently, the “ provisional’ Commission, composed exclusively of 
Nationalists, which has been occupying the place of the Consistory, bas 
been dissolved. The Assembly of Notables his been convoked for the 
purpose of electing a Consistory. 

Fire broke out recentiy in the suburb of Haydar-Pacha, on the 
Asiatic border of Constantinople. Aided by a strong wind, after a few 
hours the fire had destroyed more than two hundred Jewish houses. 
The synagogue and the communal schoo! escaped damage.

“LOAN FUND” FOR EMIGRANTS. 


As can be seen from various memoranda presented by the Com. 
mittees in Ramania and Poland to the Executive Committee of the 
Conference, a considerable number of cmigrants in those countries, who 
would be entitled to visas, remain in Poland and in Rumania, lacking only 
a small portion of the sums required to start on their journey. In order 
to deal with this situation, the Executive Committee had granted several 
times to the Committees in Poland and in Romania approximately 50,000 
francs as a loan to needy emigrants travelling to countries other than 
the ‘’nited States or Canada. As this sum spent by the Executive Com- 
mittee was found entirely insufficient to cope with the needs of the 
emigrants, the Committee, in accordance with a decision of the Confer- 
ence held by its Council in Heidelberg, has started the organisation of a 
special ‘Loan Fund” for emigrants. The loans are to be refunded by 
the emigrants. Promissory notes, duly signed by the debtors, will be 
sent for collection to the Committees of the respective countries of 


immigration. 
RELIEF .FROM THE FAR EAST. 


The Harbin Committee for relief to the pogrom orphans despatched 
to Ukraine early in July five waggons of food, which will be distributed 
by the local Jewish Organisations, together with the representative of the 
Executive Committee of the Jewish World Relief Confercnce, Dr. Victor 
Adler.

Jewish War Victims. 


LETTER FROM MR. DAVID A. BROWN.

So far, | bave heard and seen enough to warrant my saying that every 
ound your people in England and the Colonies can raise, can be used over here 
in addition to the American funds. At best we can do very little, for with 
millions of people to helpand the many activities that are necessary, you will 
realise that our millions of dollars cannot do much for each individual. One 
great effort on your part at this time would not only be helpfal to these people, 
but the knowledge that the people of Great Britain were so interested in the 
suffering of their fellow Jews in these lands over here, would raise their spirits 
and give them such hope as would make them want to live and want togo on, 
which, in my judgment, is one of the finest things we can put into their lives, 
especially when they are so disheartened and so hopeless. 


Foreign and Dominion News Items.

Mr. Jules René Brisac, prefect of the department of the Marne, has 
been made a Commander of the Legion of Honour. 

The Jewish Courier has received a letter from Mr. Z. Novitzky, the 
Polish consul, informing it that the attack on Jews in Darun, attributed 
to a marauding band of Poles, was in reality committed by Lithuanians. 

Polish Rabbis have proclaimed a fast day for next Wednesday, as a 
protest against the persecution of Judaism in Kussia. 


The revision of the trial of the executed Tsadick Shapiro, of Plock, 
has been postponed indefinitely, on the ground that there is a congestion 
of cases in the Courts of Justice. 

The Jewish members of the Warsaw City Council have resigoed ina 
body, in consequence of the rejection of their motion that Jewish schools 
should be allowed to adopt Hebrew or Yiddish as their language of 
instruction. 

The German authorities deny the report that the name of Professor 
Einstein was on the list of persons selected by the reactionaries for 
assassination. 

Chief Rabbi Onderwijzer, of Holland, recently celebrated his sixtieth 
birthday. He was called to the Rabbinate on his twenty-sixth birthday.

A son of Mr. and Mrs. W. Blackman, of 5+, Melvilie Place, be was 
an old boy of the Liverpoo) Hebrew Schools, and proceeded to the 
Liverpoo) Collegiate School, where he was the only Jewish boy to become 
Captain of the School. He was Battalion-Sergeant Major in the School 
Cadet Corps, and was the first and only Collegiate schoo! boy to win an 
Oxford Scholarship when he won an open scholarship for Classics in 1918 
against competition of candidates from all the great public schools. He 
had just completed three years at Brasenose Coliege, Oxford, and intended 
to read for the Bar. 

The deceased took a great interest in politics and Zionism. He was. 
a former President of the Liverpool Junior Zionist Association. was 
Honorary Secretary of the Oxford University Liberal Cinb. and a member 
of the Russell and Palmerston Ciub. He addressed an Oxford meeting on 
“Zionism” for the Zionist organisation and spoke on several! occasions 
in the Oxford Union debates, taking part in the recent debate with the 
American Upiversity representatives on the cancellation of inter allied 
war debts. He possessed wonderful ability and tremendous industry, 
and these, allied to great modeaty, endeared him to al! with whom be came 
in contact. His was a charming and witty personality. 


Mr. MAX COLEMAN (Dublin.) 


The Dublin Jewish Board of Guardians learns with profound sorrow 
of the death of Mr. Max Coleman, one of the senior, and, up to the time 
of bis last illness, one of the most active members of the Committee. His 
Joss is sincerely mourned by his colleagues, and his absence from our 
midst will be keenly felt by the poor and the suffering of our community.

THE Late Mr. EPHRAIM HARRIS. M.A. 
A Further Tribute. 


To the members of the teaching staff of the Manchester Jews’ 
School, now returning to their duties at the end of the widsummer 
vacation, the news of the death of Mr. Ephraim Harris, M.A., has come 
asa shock. Most of them had visited him at his bedside, buat none felt 
that the end was so near. Up to this last illness, be was a regular 
Visitor to the schools; only the most inclement weather would prevent 
bis coming. His visits were as pleasurable to him as they were pleasur- 
able and valuable to the school. He knew every member of the staff and 
took a personal interest in their welfare. He loved the children, and could 
often trace them back to their parents and grandparents, who had been 
his pupils. How their characteristics repeated themselves in their off- 
spring! He often stood by, as an interested spectator, in lessons of all 
kinds, but particularly wished to ba present when the Hebrew and 
religious instruction was being imparted. 

When Mr. Harris came to Manchester, wel! over fifty years ago, the 
schools of the neighbourhood were not of the best. His profound scbolar- 
sbip, his devotion, bis sincerity and tenacity, soon raised his school above 
vhe rest, so that its reputation became an enviable one. Its scholastic 
successes were pheromenal. I am ture that loca! schools improved by 
emulation. It was no easy matter, once having got to the top of the 
educational ladder, to remain there. But there is no doubt that be main- 
tained its highest reputation r'ght up to his resignation in 1910, when he 
retired in the fullness of his ability and powers. 

Mr. Harris was tothe Manchester Jews’ School what Mr. Moses Angel 
was tothe FreeSchoo), London. His Managers atall times placedimplicit 
oonfidence in him, and the success of the school amply justified their 
faith in him. Asa teacher—for Mr. Harris always participated in the 
instruction—he was exceptional. He believed with the best preceptors 
that teaching did not consist in pouring knowledge into a child’s head. 
Only when the pupil had done his utmost unaided would guidance and 
correction come from him. The result was a mind trained and self- 
reliant, invaluable to the scholar in after-life. Teaching in this manner 
required a deal of patience, and this Mr. Harris had in abundance, His 


past pupils, now themselves respected citizens in all parts of the world, 
visited the schoo! and his home whenever their journeyings lay near their 
native sci’, to talk over their schoo! days with him. After leaving bim 
they felt rejuavenated—they felt jike membera of his school over again, 
receiving eucouragement for their good efforts. 

Those scholarship pupils fiaancially unable to miintain themselves 
while at the higher schools or colleges were his special care. Mr. Harris 
made it his business to acquaint the school managers and others with 
these several cases. with the result that reasonable assistance was 
forthcoming and brilliant careers saved. 

The death of Mr. Harris is an irreparable loss to the school and all 
associated with it. Fortunately for the institution, be had built itonasure 
fonndation, and left iteducatioually sound and secure. The teachers and 
children strive to live up to its high traditions, for they know that nothing 
would have pleased him more than to hear of their successes and welfare.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 


CXLVII.—AN OLD JEWISH HISTORIAN, 
My Cousin, 

I have often asked myself whether modern Jews are sufficiently 
acquainted with the works of Josephus. During the Three Weeks I 
turned once more to his account of the events that took place eighteon 
hundred and fifty years ago, and was again delighted with his picturesque 
narrative. There is no doubt that Josephus wrote history that is read- 
able. No wonder that he has been called the Jewish Xenophon. 

Who was Josephus? He was a Jew born in 
Palestine in the year 37. On his father’s side, Joseph ben Mattathias 
came of a priestly family. and on his mother’s side he was a descendant 
of the Hasmoneans. He was proud of this ancestry, and in his Auto- 
biography he lays special stress on his family traditions. He must have 
received an excellent education inhis youth. “I made mighty proficiency 
in the improvement of my learning,” he says of himself, “and appeared 
to have both a great memory and understanding. When I was a child I 
was commended by all for the love I had of learning.” Clearly he wasa 
man of parts, possessing not only knowledge but a quick wit. Quite 
early in life he gave careful consideration to the teachings of each of the 
three sects which existed ia those daysin Palestine—the Pharisees, the 
Sadducees, and the Essenes—and he finally decided to throw in his lot 
with the first. 

At the age. of twenty-four he took part in an embassy to Rome to 
plead before the Emperor himself the cause of some Jewish priests who 
had been unjastly punished by the Procurator of Palestine. [It was an 
eventful journey for him. On the way out he was shipwrecked, but 
fortunately he was of the number who were rescued by a passing ship. 
Arrived in Rome he met, to use his own words, “an actor of plays.” who 
was much favoured by Nero, “but a Jew by birth,” and through his 
influence he became known to the Empress Poppe.1, who was partial to 


Judaism and loved to hold discourse with learned Jews: In Rome, 


Josephus was captivated by the grandeur, the splendour, and the might 
of the capital. It was as though Kome and the influence of Rome cast a 
spell upon him which held him in its sway to the end of his life. 

At the age of thirty he was chosen to be Commander-in-Chief of the 
Jewish forces in Galilee. The Zealots were preparing for war with Rome, 
and it was expected that the enemy would invade the country from the 
north. It was a compliment toJoseph ben Mattathias to be chosen for so 
responsible a position. It was thought that his knowledge of the Romins 
and their ways would be useful to his country. In reality his appoint- 
ment wasa mistake. His love of Rome was greater than his patriotism, 
for, while for his distinguished ancestor, Judas Maccaliwus, there were 
only two alternatives —either the Torah or death, for Josephus there was 
a third—to submit to Rome and live quietly under Romanrule. Only one 
man saw through him—John of Gischala, who accused Josephus to the 
Synhedrion. The President of that body was Simon ben Gauoliel, and 
Josephus defended himself so successfully against the charges, that he was 
sent back to Galilee to continue his work. With desperate energy he 
fortified the country, and one place in particular—Jotapta—he made 
almost invincible. Nature had fortified the town to perfection; the 
hands of men cnly embellished and improved on nature's work. When 
Vespasian invaded Palestine it was only to be expected that the very 
impregnability of Jotapta would tempt him to undertake its siege. 
Despite bis efforts, however, the town would have escaped, had it not been 
that a Jewish deserter assisted Ve+pasian. The fortress was taken in 
July 67, and there was a terrible slaughter of Jews. Josephus and forty 
of his men managed to hide in a cistern for two days, but eventually they 
were discovered. The l\oxmans were anxious to take Josephus alive, and 
he was no less anxious to deliver himself up. Bat the forty Jewish 
soldiers possessed a strength of patriotism which their leader lacked. 
Josephus, however, had a smooth tongue, and he persuaded them to agree 
toa plan whereby each should kill the other. Probably by skilful manipu- 
lation, Josephus succeeded in being one of the last two to remain alive. 
He soon disarmed the man who was left with him, and gladly gave him- 
self up tothe Romans, thus breaking his word to the dead as he had 
broken it to the living. i 

Brought face to face with Vespasian, he flattered the Roman General 
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by prophesying that he would become Emperor. The worldly wisdom 
which dictated this course is manifest; and doubtless Josephus was a 
remarkable man. He had the power of ingratiating himself with others, 
for not only did Vespasian take a liking to him, but be also found favour 
in the sight of Titus and of his successor, Domitian. He accompanied 
the Romans throughout the campaign, which he described in his “ Wars of 
the Jews.” Despite his bias, his book bears testimony to the wonderful 
achievements of the Jews during the struggle, to their bravery and thelr 
heroism. He was present at the siege of Jerusalem, and when the clty 
was taken Titus gave him permission to take away for himself 
whatever he desired. Josephus declares that he was instrumental in 
saving the lives of many of his friends. Titus bestowed upon him the 
dignity of Roman citizenship, and he received an annua! pension from 
Imperial fands. In honour of his benefactor lie adopted the name of 
Viavius. 


After tue war he spent his days in the Imperial palace in Rome, 
utilising his leisure in writing an account of the Jewish wars. The original 
Aramaic or Hebrew of this story is lost and only a Greek translation 
is extant. He also wrote (in bis fifty-sixth year) an account of the 
“ Antiquities of the Jews,” in order that Gentiles might know the history 
and customs of his people. His third work is a defence of the Jews 
against the anti-Semitic attacks of one Apior, who was among the first 
defamers of Jews. Lastly, we have his own Autobiography, which is by 
no means the least interesting of his works. These have been translated 
into many languages, and the English edition of Professor Whiston, who 
held the chair of Mathematics in Cambridge, is well known in this 
country. 


In his “ Life,” Josephus furnishes particulars in regard to his family. 
He suffered from matrimonial troubles, marrying no less than three wives, 
by whom he had three sons living. The “ Life” leaves the impression of an 
author who possessed no little vanity. His quotation of the beginnings 
of the letters to him of King Agrippa are really childish. (“ King Agrippa 
to Joseph, his dear friend, sendeth greetings.”) In the “ Wars” there are 
some very fine descriptions, particularly of Jerusalem and of the Temple. 
In his pamphlet against Apion there is one particular passage which has 
always pleased me. “Our priacipal care,” he says, “is to educate our 
children well; and we think it the most necessary business of our whole 
life to observe the laws that have been given to us, and to keep those 
rules of piety which have been handed down to us from our fore 
fathers.” 

Josephus died about the year 103. Some may biame him for his 
subservience to Rome and for his being a smug, self-satisfied renegade ; 
others may regard him, possibly with justice, as a somewhat shifty 
character. But there can be no two viewsas to the value of his writings, 


_ which have the great virtue of being readable, and I cannot help wishing 


that every Jew and Jewess were acquainted with them. .

MEETING AT CAMBRIDGE. 


A meeting of members of the Education Committee attending the 
Summer School was held last week at the Jewish Headquarters Club. 
Cambridge. Mr. BERTRAM B. Buenas, Chairman of the Committee, pre- 
sided. ‘The Chairman reported that, in pursuance of resolutions passed 
at the last meeting of the Committee held at Manchester, they 
had instituted a survey of the conditions obtaining at the various 
Universities: so far as concerned Jewish members, and, for the 
purpose. of investigation, the Hon. Secretary, Mr. J. Berkson, had 
addressed a series of letters both to officers of the Constituent University 
Societies and to Jewish residents in the University cities and towns 
interested in their work, with a view to ascertaining the scope. of 
activities and the need for farther developments. They had received 
reports from Birmingham, Bristol, Edinburgh, Leeds, Manchester, 
Sheffield, and Wales. Miss Simons, who attended by invitation, gave an 
oral report of Dublin University activities. Mr. R. 1. Mincovitch and Mr. 
Philip Samuel had in preparation reports of Oxford and Cambridge 
respectively, and Glasgow and Liverpool reports would be rendered 
available later. When completed the account would form a valuable 
— of an important sphere in the life of Jewry, and the first of its 

The Committee recommended that where the number of Jewish 
students did not allow of the formation of a Society, a Circle should be 
formed, meeting periodically for consideration and discussion of Jewish 
matters. Mr. Philip Samuel emphasised the importance of autonomy 
in University Jewish life, instancing the Cambridge system and 
the methods there adopted. It was resolved to send greetings 
to the Dublin Students’ Union, and to convey best wishes for 
its continued activity, and to record appreciation of the report of the 
Union's work presented to the meeting. The value of close association 
of the Jewish Societies with the general Students’ Unions at the non- 
residential Universities was urged by several speakers, and the Chairman 
said that the success which had attended the Jewish Headquarters Club 
at the Cambridge Summer School had prompted the thought in many 
that a permanent centre of a similar nature might prove to be a valuable 
aid to Jewish life at the residential Universities. P 


Mr. Philip Samuel presented a report upon the possibilities of a 
publication by the l'ederation, either alone, or in co-operation with others. 
In pursuance of a resolution at the Liverpool Conference, Mr. Samuel is 
formulating plans for the project, and these are at present under considera.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


Rev. Dr. MAURICE HARRIS, of New York. 


R. MAURICE HARRIS, the well-known Rabbi of Temple 
Israel, Harlem, has just arrived in London, after having 
ID spent the month of July in Palestine. A representative of 
the Jewish Chronicle, who interviewed him, availed him- 
self of the opportunity to gather the Rabbi's impressions of present- 
day Palestine, and found them vividly interesting. After hearing 
him talk for half an hour, one felt 
that he bad undertaken the journey 
himself, and bean through all the 
scenes. 
Did you not choose rather a warm 
time of year to visit the Holy Land” 
“That is true, but the summer: 
when the activities in America slow 
down, is the only time of year when I 
can absent myself from my congregation: 
But the heat of Palestine is more toler- 
able than that of New York. Indeed, 
Jertisalem, located 2,500 feet above tke 
level of the sea, has a delightful climate 
at almost any season of the year except 
August. A wrap is needed in the evening 
when on the bills. The Dead Sea— 
some 1,200 feet below sea level - is, how- 
ever, almost intolerable. We motored 
there very swiftly from Jerusalem in the early morning, and motored 
swiftly back to the mountains again, which we reached about 10) a.m. 

“We did not go direct to Jerusalem; so we missed the lovely 
approach to the Holy City from Jaffa, which, however, we got on our 
return to Jerusalem from a tour through Palestine and Syria. We could 
not resist, on arriving at Port Said, making a detour to Cairo, which is 
only a five-hours’ railway journey away.” 

Anything there to remind you of the Jew? 

“ Yes, if one uses his imagination. There was the green Nile, though 
the luxurious house-boats hardly reminded one of the bulrush cradle of 
Moses. But gazing on the Pyramids, one feels that ancient Israel gazed 
on them, too. The felaheen, toiling to-day in the flelds with primitive 
implements of agriculture, recall the Hebrew slavery of old. On visiting 
ancient Memphis one sees two outstanding monuments of Jewish interest 
—the colossal statue of Rameses II., the Pharaoh of the slavery, and that 
of Menephtha, the Pharaoh of the Exodus.” 

How did you reach the Holy Land” 

“ By a splendid railroad, built by the English during the war, across 
the Desert of Sinai, from Kantara to Jerusalem, each oasis on the way, 
with its well and palm trees, forming a railway station. 


JERUSALEM, 


“Like 80 many ancient towns, there is an old Jerusalem within the 
walis, and a new city outside. The shops of the old town, in their 
narrow, cobbie-paved, partiy roofed-in streets are not unlike the bazaars 
of Cairo and the ‘Soukhs’ of Tunis. Some of the old ‘gates’ may 
correspond to those mentioned by Nehemiah. The most historic portion 
of the old city lies buried beneath the centuries of accumulated rubbish 
which now partly fills up the valleys. 

What is the character of these Jews in Palestine” 

“ They are not Palestinians, but for the most part Europeans. One 
lady at Tel Aviv complained to me that she cams to live in Palestine, but 
finds she is living in Russia. The new Palestine is largely an occidental 
creation. One meets signs of American and European philanthropy 
everywhere. Ofcourse, lam not referring to the Chalukah, which is

gradually disappearing. The new settlers are being helped to help therm: 


selves. There are still centres that recall the benignity of Moses 
Montefiore, like the Zichron Moshe, and of Baron Edmond de Rothschild, 
forty years ago. But the benefactions of to-day include a wonderfully 
equipped milk station, with every sanitary device—the gift of a single 
individual. The Joint Distribution Committee, during the war and since} 
has done remarkable work in relieving all kinds of need. The ‘ Hadassah’ — 
the ladies’ branch of the Zionist Organisation—maintains a hospital.” 


ZIONISM, 


How did the Zionist activities strike you? - 

“Whether one be a Zionist or not, a fair-minded person must 
acknowledge that much has been achieved by this indefatigable organisa- 
tion. The Zionists subsidise many of the Colonies, maintain many of 
the schools, have increased the acreage of Jewish ownership, and are 
Stimulating the establishment of new industries. It is the impetus of 
this movement that inspires the Haluzim to do the work of navvies on 
the roads, though many of them are University students. I saw an 
intelligent young Jewess laying paving-stones in Tel Aviv. Many have 
left comfortable positions in the States to face the hardships of Mretz 
Yisrael, in pursuit of an ideal, which proves that the Jews are not 
materialists. You hear nothing but Hebrew spoken. The children will 
even quarrel in Hebrew, and one child may be heard telling another 
07°73 28 12—‘Go to hell!” I witnessed the corner-stone laying of a 
Jewish settlement near Palestine, and all the addresses were in Hebrew. 
This common language tends to consolidate the Jews coming trom 
different countries and speaking different toigues. | 
“In Palestine we see history in the actual making. A new life on

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Tears and Joy. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK: 


Specially written for the “‘ Jewish Chronicle.”’ 


‘ They that sow in tears shall reap in joy.''—Psalm ceervi., 5. 


This exquisite psalm will be familiar to most readers. Is it not the 
psalm that, from our childhood, we have been accustomed to sing around 
the family table from Sabbath to Sabbath’? But apart from its happy 
and pious associations, it is bound to capture the mind of anyone who 
reads it with sympathy and understanding. The words are few, because 
the heart of the singer is so very full. He cannot say much, because no 
man can say much when the heart is strained—when life seems too great 
and wonderful and mysterious for its meaning to be distilled into speech. 
Intensity of feeling and carefulness in the choice of langusgs never go 
together ; and yet how often it is that the few broken words which life 
wriogs from us carry fuller tigings than the most careful utterance! The 
beauty of this psalm is of that sort. 

This NYPVON TY isa psalm of rejoicing at the return of [srael from 
their long exile. For some generations they have been in captivity in 
Babylon. Circumstances have forced them to sing the Lord's song in a 
strange land. As we know, they were home-sick, most of them, longing 
above all things, to get back to their native land. Soon it came to 
be that no child of Israel had ever seen his own land. Jerusalem was 
in their songs, but not one of them had seen Jerusalem. But that only 
intensified their longing. And at last the day came, and this psalm is 
pitched to the quickened heart-beats of that day. The man who writes 
these words had just seen his home for the first time, and all the intensity 
of hopes long cherished and desires delayed put a strain upon his heart. 
His first thought is very natural—* When the Lord turned again the 
captivity of Zion, we were like them that dream.” Italil seemed too good 
to be true. He had been singing about the glories of Zion for years, and 
here he stood in Zionitself. His feeling was that he would wake up in a 
moment and find himself in Babylon again. All great emotions induce 


/~ that mood. A crushing sorrow bewilders the mind so thatit cannot grasp 


what has happened as real. A great and unsuspected joy will have the 
same effect. It takes us into a world which seems all unreal—a fairy 
realm which we feel may dissolve any moment into thin air. These 
captives had hoped and prayed for the Lord to turn the captivity of 
Zion. But when the thing actually happened, they could hardly believe 
it wastrue. The singer puts not his mood only, but the mood of a whole 
people, into a sentence. : 

But after that comes the note of joy. It is actually true to human 
experience that the joy should not be put first. The first feeling was 
that of unreality and bewilderment. That is what we all feel when we 
experience the greatest joys. And here it is described for us iu a 
few scattered phrases: “Then was our mouth filled with laughter, and 
our tongue with singing.” The city rang with shouts. The spirit ofa 
people broke from the fetters which had been laid upon it. First they 
were like them that dream — wandering dazed through the streets—then 
they broke into laughter and singing. And after that they began tothink 
of what others would be saying, for this little nation was proudly con. 
scious that it had a mission to fulfil in the world. They thought of the 
word that would be passed from mouth to mouth among the surrounding 
nations: “The Lord hath done great things for them.” And ina mood of 
joyful confidence the singer takes up these words, and re-echoes them as 
his own conviction: “The Lord hath done great things for us, whereof 
we are glad.” 

But then, this psalm passes from light and picturesque touches to 
a deeper spiritual message. The writer turns from recording the 
impression of a great event into a teacher who unfolds its underlying 
truths. The captivity becomes to him a symbol of all the stress and 
trial, the frustrated purposes, the disappointment and sorrow of the 
human lot. [Every man and people has sooncr or later to pass through 
that time of testing and bitterness which Israel tasted in Babylon. So 
at all events is the truth as this old singer sees it; and seeing that, he 
makes Israel's return a rainbow of hope for every captive spirit. Inthe 
story of our people he reads the spiritual history of humanity—for the 
Bible is not our Bible only, it is the Bible of humanity. As the Almighty 


has turned the captivity of Zion, so he will surely turn every captivity.. 
After exile—home, for every child of man. Trouble, disappointment, 


sorrow—what are these but stages in the soul’s pilgrimage; not halting. 
places where the soul must sink to rest in despair? “They that 
sow in tears shall reap in joy. He that goeth forth and weepethb, 
bearing precious seed with him, shall without doubt come again with 
rejoicing, bearing his sheaves with him.” That is the message which the 
experience of this singer and all his fellow-Jews fitted him to proclaim. 
Recently Zion had seemed a distant hope, and Babylon a hard, 
imprisoning fact. Now his feet stood in Zion's streets and trod her ways. 
So God deals with all men. Wherever there is a Babylon there is a Zion 
at the end of it. A distant hope it may be to-day, it shall be a firm reality 
tomorrow. With all the confidence in his heart the singer sends his song 
of triumph out into the world. “They that Bbw in tears shal! reap in joy. 
He that goeth forth weeping shall, without doubt, come again with 
rejoicing.” And truth to-tell, thissong whioh broke forth from this man’s 
lips thousands of years ago, has brought the spirit of triumph to many a 
dispirited heart since, and it is comforting many a sad soul to-day. May 
we not apply it to the new restoration of our people to their ancient 
home which we are witnessing to-day? The restoration is not complete. 
We are atill sowing in tears, but we shall reapin joy. The very sorrows 
and disappointments that we are encountering are a proof that in the end 
happiness will triumph and God's purposes will assert themselves. Light 
always succeeds to darkness, The book of every life which has God in 
it ends well. It may not be an easy happiness, but it tells of joy,

THE CHURCHILL STATEMENT. 
POSITION OF THE ZIONIST ORGANISATION. 


THE JEWISH FUTURE OF PALESTINE, 


A great deal of loose and unprofitable talk--and writing—is being 
indulged in concerning the effect upon the new settlement in the Land of 
Israel of the Churchill Statement and Dr. Weizmann’s concurrence with 
it. l¢ is evidently supposed that, between them, the Colonial Secretary 
and the Zionist Leader have rendered for always Jewish Nationalist 
aspirations impossible of accomplishment and the prospect of a Jewish 
Palestine a mirage for ever. That is, of course, a gross delusion, as 
absurd in its conception as wa; the proposal that was once made that 
Mr. Claude Montefiore and Dr. Weizmann should meet and between them 
agrec upon some form of * Zionism” that would command acceptance by 
everyone. The conclusion thus arrived at would, it was suggested, bind 
the future destiny of the Jewish people, at least so far as Palestine is 
concerned. This is to apply to a national matter the conception of some 
local effort—the affairs of a soup kitchen or of some poor relief committee. 
No individuals, however important, can determine the Jewish future in 
reference to Palestine. The sole determining factor is the Jews them- 
selves. All that others can do is to help forward or retard the gaining by 
them of what they have fixed upon as their objective. It is this con- 
sideration that goes to the very root of the problem that is before the 
Carlsbad Conference of Zionists which assembles this month. 

_ But, in order to obtain anythiog like an accurate perspective, con- 
sideration of the Churchill Statement must be undertaken as something 
apart from its acceptation by the Executive of the Zionist Organisation. 
The act of the Executive it was which rendered the Statement of any 
vital importance. Without it, it would have remained a pronouncement 
comparatively of not great consequence, much like the definition which 
some months back Sir Herbert Samuel thought fit to give to the terms of 
the Balfour Declaration. None the less, a declaration, such as the 
Churchill Statement was in effect, as to the manner in which the 
Mandatory Power considered it its duty to administer Palestine so as to 
make effectual the Balfour Declaration, was, to be sure, of conseqiience. 
It said, employing the tersest language, that instead of encouraging and 
- helping Jews to form themselves into a national entity in Palestine (as 
the Baifour Declaration ostensibly promised), the Government would 
discourage, if not obstruct, any such movement there. It would deem 


its undertaking to the Jewish people, as conveyed by Lord Balfour in his 


letter to Lord Rothschild, fulfiied, if it allowed a certain number of 
assorted Jews-—the assorting being effected by drastic immigration 
restrictions—to settle in Palestine and there constitute themselves into 
a Jewish community. 


Satisfied ' with Mr. Churchill. 


_ It is surprising to find that so many Zionists who profess and call 
themselves Jewish Nationalists, see nothing for regretful protests, but 
apparently everything for joyful satisfaction, in this virtual renunciation 
of the Balfour Declaration—a renunciation that was made the more 
bitterly ironical by the accompaniment of Mr. Churchil.'s bare-faced 
assurance that the Government intended, come what might, to honour 
the promise Lord Balfour made on its behalf. Yet the surprise, as 
applied to the average Zionist, calis for modification when we find not 
alone Zionist official leaders, whose amour propre may induce them not 
to acknowledge facts or perhaps not to recogaise them, but organs of 
Zionist opinion, seeing nothing but cause for contentment in the present 
position of the Government upon the Palestine Mandate. Here, for 
instance,is The East and West of Chicago, one of the most intelligent— 
and intellectual—of the Jewish journals published in America, 
failing to understand, to employ its own expression, why the 
Jewish Chronicle protested as energetically, as it did (“excitement ” 
our contemporary calls it) against Mr. Churchill's Statement. 
proceeds to quote the White Paper's reference to the recognition 
(with abundant reservations) of the Zionist Organisation as the Jewish 
Agency in Palestine, misprinting, by the way, the word “advising” as 
“advertising,” and thus giving by accident some vraisemblance of the 
Government's real intention in this particular matter. It then quotes 
Mr, Churchili’s quotation of Sir Herbert Samuel's definition of the 
Balfour Declaration (made in the panic of an Arab emeute) and suggests 
that the Jewish Chronicle's “excitement” was because it believed that 
the British Government would at once establish a Jewish State in 
Palestine | 

Could umreasoning illogicality further go' Even that, we see, is 
possible to our contemporary, because it goes on to say that “it may or it 
may not be true that the English Government now takes a narrower view 
of the situation in Palestine and places an interpretation upon the Balfour 
Declaration that may not have the same meaning to many Zionists as it 
did when the Declaration was first issued "! Sarely that answers, even in 
the halting, hesitant, uncertain way in which itis put, our contemporary's 
enquiry concerning the protest and perturbation expressed by the Jewish 
Chronicle, Our contemporary, however, is “ satisfied" with Mr. Churchill's

explanation of how the Government views its honourable obligations 
conveyed in the Balfour Declaration, though we note it carefully avoids 
quotiog Mr, Churchill's words in which he limits the Jewish settie:nentin 
Palestine to a “community.” And its satisfaction is derived from the 
thought that “tho Eaglish Government goes on record to the effect that 
the declaration obliges her to protect Jewish interests in Palestine, to 
protect Jewish life and property and Jewish Communal rights and to 
rec gnise Hebrew as the official language of the Jews inthe Holy Land.” 

Prodigious! And it was this for which the mountaia was for so long 
in parturition! This is the mouse it has produced! Nine-tenths of what, 
if not practically everything, our contemporary has catalogued as baving 
been attained for Jews in Palestine, is the common rule for all, of what- 
ever race or creed, wherever the British Flag flies. None but nations that 


thereby vote themselves outside of the bonds of civilisation now rcfase — 


to recognise as part of their duty the protection of the interests of their 
Jewish subjects as well as the protection of theirlives, their property and 
their Communal rights. There was assuredly no need for a Deciaration— 
Balfour or any other—to tell Jews that British rule in Palestine would 
not fail in its duty towards any of our people resident there. So 
much, at least, could have gone without the saying. There is, wo. 
Sirall be told, the official recognition of Hebrew, and none could 
attach more value than we do to the cultivation of a National tongue 
a8 an element in national upbuilding. But this concession on the 
part of the Government is much less due to it than to Jews who have 
determined to revive Hebrew asa living language. If a large partof a 
population agrees to adopt a certain language. the Government under 
which they live must, in some way or another, adopt it as an official 
means of communication; witness Yiddish in the East End of London. 
Still it must be admitted that the recognition of Hebrew as one of the 
official languages of the country isa triumph for Jewish Nationalism in 
Palestine. It may well prove in fact, to be, in the long run the salvation 
of the whole movement, providing our péople maintain their right to it 
in the only practical way. 


Immigration. 

And so The East and West reprovingly tells us “we ought to be 
satisfied.” Though, through the ineptitude of the Zionist leaders, much 
less even than by reason of the terrible indifference of the Jewish people 
(to gay nothing of their perverse Jewish unpatriotism), the conception of 
the Mandate has been watered down from the Balfour Declaration to the 
Churchill Statement, “we ought to be satisfied.” Everyone kaows that 
if the Jewish people had been true to their age-long professions, if the 
Jewish spirit within them had been robust instead of anw mic, everywhere 
alert and alive, and not, to the appalling extent it has been, moribund or 
dead, there would have been no whittling away of the Balfour Deciara. 
tion—its spirit or its letter. Yet, though, and because of this, there has 
been a ruinous cutting down of the Government's original promise, our 
contemporary tells.us that ‘we ought to be satisfied.” And it gives the 
reason. Because, it says, there may be in Palestine, say in half a 
century from now, a million Jews, “self-sustaining. well organised, well 
disciplined,” “healthy and strong Jews,” who “ will know bow to defend 
themselves against each and every oppressor.” 


But this is nore several patent considerations, and first that the 
Churchill Statement adumbrated a plan whereby immigration into 
Palestine is to come virtually under Arab control. And Sir“ Nehemiah” 
Samuel, anxious above all things always to show what an impartial 
official he can. be where Jews are concerned, has interpretesl Mr. 
Churchill's words upon this point characteristically. We learn only this 
week from Palestine that the High Commissioner has aclua’ly cleared the 
Immigration Bureau of his Administration of all Jews! That is the 
spirit in which the Government, with Sir Herbert as their willing tool, 
are putting in the foundations of the Jewish National Home! Remember, 
too, this is while the power designed to regulate immigration, as set 
forth in the Churchill Statement, is not yet in being. When tha' 
machinery is working we shall perhaps be able to calculate probably by 
the method of the Greek Kalends—the precise date at which the Jew? 
population in the Land of Israel will number a million souls. 


We leave aside for the moment what may be called the ethica. 
estimate of immigration into Palestine. Ruskin taught us, however, thas 
it was not the mere technical capacity of those who raised the grea 
ancient cathedrals that made for their grandeur and their beauty, but tre 
conscious purpose for which the work was undertaken, the sp'sit ing 
which it was done. And so it is with the human element that is to go to 
build the Jewish National Home. If it be suffused with the mighty 
purpose for which it is intended, if every migrant who determines to 
proceed to Palestine goes with the object of giving bis being, his energy, 
his capacity to the building up of a worthy Home for the Jewish people, 
we shall have a different immigration from one induced by mere personal 
material aims. We could get a majority of Jews in Palestine—it is 
conceivable—and the Jewish National Home, in the true sense, might be, 
notwithstanding, as far off as ever. 


However, The Fast and !Vest supposes that mere numbers are going 
to save us, and that a million Jews in Palestine without political rights 
there as Jews, are going not alone to fulfil our historic aspirations, but to 
secure peace and comfort, prosperity and ease for our people in the Land 
of Israel for ever and ever, Amen! We wonder how often a like calcula- 
tion has been made about the settling of Jews in any territory, such as 
our contemporary indulges in about the Jews who, it assumes, are going 
to settle in Palestine. We should not be surprised if the like 
hope were indulged in when Jews flocked into Poland, or when they 
migrated into Spain. There are almost four times a million in America 
to-day with all the “ protections” our contemporary catalogues, and how 
far, pray, have they taken us along the road of the so!ution of the Jewisk 
problem which is the basic Zionist objective in Palestine? Nay, hava 
not these aggregations of our people—and the last of them to whi:n yg 
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refer is surely no exception—only tended to exacerbate rather than to 
soive our world-problem ? 

Palestine ought to be viewed—anyway by Jews—differently, because 
it is the one Jand in which it is feasible (or ought to be) to endow the Jew 
with rights as Jew, to give to the Jew who inhabits the land national 
political rights as Jew, the surest means for Jewish self-protection, as the 
only means where»y the Jew can be really secure in his National Home 
or can contribute his quota as Jew to the well-being and progress of the 
world. And the effect would not stay with the Jews inhabiting the Land 
of Israel. The world-status would raise the prestige, the moral credit, of 
the Jew everywhere, and that raising of moral credit is the one method 
whereby the Jewish problem can be solved and the troubles of Jewry 
worthily ended. For we Jews *ould be regarded universally as belong- 
ing to a people—racially if not politically—which wae pulling ite oar in 


the boat of humanity by rendering some national service to mankind. 


To-day, we are looked upon as homeless wanderers, parasites in the 
national life of others, usefal, even valuable, parasites, it is true, as we 
frequently are, but parasites none the less. 

This political emancipation of the Jewish people was promised by the 
Balfour Declaration. It is denied not merely by implication but specifi- 
cally by the Churchill Statement. The last word of it al) will notwith- 
standing be. of course, with the Jewish people themselves, and that is 
what makes so absurdly futile the conclusion to which we allude above, 
that the Churchill Statement and Dr. Weizmann’s concurrence in it have 
determined finally Jewish Nationalist aspirations. It might ae well be 
supposed that had the Government determined (by what means we 
cannot conceive) to form what has been termed a reach-me-down, ready- 
made Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine, it could have succeeded had 
the Jewish people proved devoid of the National spirit. None the less, 
The Last and West is wofully mistaken—of that we have nodoubt—in the 
discount it makes of the effect which the Churchill Statement, plus its 
acceptation by the Zionist Executive, must have upon the Jewish future 
of Palestine. 


If the Jews will some day form a majcrity in Palestine (saye our 
contemporary), the English Government might then find itself 
justified te lay a broader interpretation upon the Balfour Declaration. 

Well, it may—but then it may not; and, taking into account England's 
past record, together with all the circumstances that surround the 
Palestine question, we would be much inclined to say it emphatically 
weuld not. 


Great Britain and the Future. 


Let us try to envisage the situation as it will present itself to a 


British Government a half or three-quarters of acentury hence. We will 
assume that our contemporary has got its millign Jews inte Palestine— 
truly a large assumption. Remember the vast majority of them will 
either bave immigrated into the Land of Israel or become born there, 
as Palestiaians. Isit not probable that, with the discouragement which 
the Government will exercise in respect to anything in the nature cof 
Jewish Nationalism, aud having especialiy regard to the disposition cf 
our people in other lands of their settlement, they will, forthe most part, 
deem themselves not Jews—exceyp! more or less inally by religious 
adherence—but Palestinians of the Jewish persuasion? Apart, however, 
from this, Palestine by then will have been rebuilt. 1t will be prosperous ; 
perchance cil, even minerals, may be discovered there. In this 
prosperity the Arabs will naturally share, and prosperity spelle power. 
Does our contemporary suppose that the British Government of that day 
will, in the then prevailing circumstances, fiud itself more disposed to a 
Jewish Palestine than does the present one? [England has not thus built 
up her great Empire, and if we Jews have traditions, so has Bngland. 
Jews will then be in a majority, we can hear our contemporary exclaim- 
ing. Yes; and the Boers were a majority in the Transvaal. 

And who shal! blame Great Britain in the time to come when she 
refuses to recognise Jewish National aspirations and suppresses all 
attempts on the part of Jews to create a Jewish Palestine, a Land of 
Israclin fact? She will point to this year 1922 when she accepted the 
Mandate on the distinct understanding that Jews should form in Palestine 
oniy a community ’ as they have done in other lands, and she will 
contend that for Jews to ask for any more were intolerable, for a bargain 
is a bargain. She will call to mind Mr. Churcbill’s Statement, in which 
that Minister laid it down that anything more than national characteristics 
in the Jews of Palestine would be discouraged, and she wi!) thus justify 
the ruthless means she will assuredly take to nip in the bud if 
possible, but anyway to destroy, all hope that any manifestation cf 
Jewish Nationalism may cherish. Above all and chief of al), she 


will hail as witmess the letter of Dr. Weizmann on behalf 


of the Zionist World Organisation to Mr. Churchill), formally assuring 
him that the Organisation accepted the policy set out in his 
Statement, and was prepared to conduct its own activities in conformity 
therewith. In face of that testimony Jews will have nota leg to stand 
op in any claim they make for “a broader interpretation ” of their national 
position based upon the promise of the Balfour Declaration. As things 
stand at present, the Zionist Organisation is in the position of having 
handed back to the British Government the Note it had accepted in 
favour of the Jewish people. It has done so for what it deemed valid 
consideration—that it should remain as an Organisation recognised for 
Pa'estine purposes by the Government. The British Government, when 
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the promise of the Balfour Declaration is demanded cf them, will produ 
the cancelled Note—the cancellation signed by Dr. Weizmann! | 
What the Carisbad Conference Must Do. 

This is what makes the question before the Carlsbad Conference 
such a vital one—wil!l the Conference recognise the position and act 
accordingly? As we have said all along, when Jewish Nationalism is 
sufficiently strong it will express itself, the Churchill Statement notwith- 
standing. That Statement will, we repeat, make its way the more 
difficult. But the action of the Zionist Executive in accepting it throws 
away the finest and most valuable asset Jewish Nationalism has had for 
two thousand years. It obliterates the obligation of the Balfour 
Declaration, and renders nugatory the terms of the Mandate. It defers 
immeasurably, even in the best conceivable circumstances, the trigmph 
in Palestine of Jewish National aspirations in the establishment there 
cf a Jewish Commonwealth. That fatal blunder the Carlsbad Conference 
must undo. The issue there is not a matter of confidence in Dr. 
Weizmann (or even gratitude for his great services to the Jewish cause), 
nor bis amour propre or that of any of his colleagues. The issue is nota 


_ party question; it isa National question of the first magnitade in which 


persons and personalities cannot count even as dust in the scales. 

We fear it would be difficult to recover the Note which the Zionist 
Executive yielded up so incontinently to the British Government. But 
it is another thing altogether to look upon the transaction as closed, and 
still another thing for the Zionist Organisation to concur in what the 
Executive has done. That would still further bind (and, in the future, 
immensely harass) the Jewish people in their Nationalist strivings. 
There are such things known to law as cancellation in error, and there 
are also cases known where cancellation has been over-ruled because it 
was obtained by duress. Knowing what we do of the matter, we should 
net hesitate about placing Dr. Weizmaan’'s acceptance of Mr. Churchill's 
Statement in this category. So that upon the narrowest lines of the 
amenities of negotiation the Carlsbad Conference will be fully justified in 
passing a resolution which shall lay down the fact that, concurrence 


in the Churchill Statement by the Executive of the Zionist Organisa- 


tien notwithstanding, it re-affirmse the fall and complete programme 
proclaimed from time to time on behalf of the Movement by Congress. 
It should further state that acceptance of the Churchill Statement must 
not be held to denote any change in Zionist policy as based upon the 
Balfour Declaration, the San Remo Proclamation, and the Mandate. Some 
such resolution will save the Organisation as a Jewish Nationa! force to 
Jewry, and will restore to the Jewish people something of the self- 
respect and dignity so heavily jeopardised by Dr. Weizmann’s letter to — 
Mr. Churchill. It will, moreover, immensely strengthen the position cf 
Dr. Weizmann and the Zionist leaders themselves, not only in Palcstine, 
not only throughout Jewry, but especially in their present and future 
relations with the British Government. Dr. Weizmann, we feel sure, 
will be one of the first to perceive this. 
i Dropping Zionism. 

lor if the Conference at Carisbad merely passes a vote of confidence 
in Dr. Weizmann and his colleagues, ignoring their action in regard to the 
Churchill Statement, and singing a pwan of glory concerning the Mandate, 
as if it had no Churchill Statement tacked on to it (this, it will be 
remembered, is the line Mr. Sokolow took when he spoke the cther 
evening), then the Zionist leaders will have in their hands mere Dead 
Sea fruit that will crumble to ashes as they touch it. For such action on 
the part of the Conference will show that the Zionist Organisation no 
longer represents Zionist opinion, the basis of which essentially is Jewish 
Nationalism. It will, of course, represent something else, but will have 
definitely thrown over Jewish National effort, and will invite those who 
still cling faithfully to Jewish Nationalism as the motive spirit of Zicnism 
to find another medium for expressing their aspirations and some means 
for carrying on the work which the Zionist Organisation will have d« cided 
to drop. 

it would be a thousand pities if this should occur, but we fcar it 
would be inevitable in the circumstances we state. For that reason we 
urge upon the Carlsbad Conference the question that really confronts it 
is so that the Jewish cause, with the Land of Ierael as its Leitmoli/, may 
not be further distracted by yet added rivalry and domestic contest. 
But, op the other hand, the Zionist Organisation must be under no delu- 
sion ;, if it decides to give the go-by to Jewish Nationalism, really to drop 
Zionism, by confirming the acceptation of the Churchill Statement in 
terms such as Dr. Weizmann employed, then Jewish Nationalism will be 
compelled to the only course open to it short of abject surrender—and 
that we feel certain will never be so long as even a handful of Jews exist 
on earth.

Dr. Salis Daiches on the Mandate. 


—— 
PULPIT REFERENCE. 


Preaching on ‘O22 Nay at the Central Synagogue, Edinburgh. Rabbi 
Dr. Salis Daiches referred to the ratification of the Mandate for Palestine 
by the Council of the Leagne of Nations, and described it as the greatest 
event in the history of the Jewish people since its dispersion. Just as 
Moses had described the tribes of Israel as “‘a great nation ” on the eve 
of their entering the Promised Land, so could the Jewish people to-day 
be regarded as ‘a great nation,” because its claim to its ancient home 
had been recognised by the civilised world, and the Land cf Promise was 
about to become the Land of Fulfilment. It was true that the Jewish 
communities of the diaspora bad not yet realised the meaning of the 
almost miraculous event that bad happened before their eyes, and that 
the lamentations of Jeremiah and Jehudah Halévi had been recited oa 
the Fast of Ab of that week with the same degree of sorrowand the rame 
mournfol tunes as they had becn done throughout the centuries. A nation 
that had lamented for so long and had so seldom had occasion to rejoice 
could not be expected to wipe its tears ina moment and change its 
dirges and elegies into songs of joy and hymns of exultation. It 
would take many years before the Jewish people would be 
able to rejoice as other vations did. But this would nos 
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detract from the importance and the significance of the event they 
were asked to celebrate, and however long the process of the redemption 
of Israel and the restoration of his land might take, the message of 
comfort addressed by the prophet to his people in the Haphtorah of that 
day would henceforth be regarded by the Jews of the diaspora as some. 
thing more real, more plausible, and more capable of speedy realisation 
than ever before. For the messengers of Zion seemed to have reached 
that “high mountain” from which the good tidings could be announced 
with a loud voice and the cities of Judah could be told triumphantly 
“Behold your God.” Israel's God was doing wonders once more. He 
had treated mighty nations as if they were “drops from a bucket and 
like tho dust upon the scales.” He had removed rulers, bumbled princes, 
judged judges, and destroyed the arrogant and the haughty. He was 
now raising the lowly from the dust and wiping the tears from the faces 
of the oppressed. The Jews of the world were now asked to allow 
themselves to be comforted. The mourners for Zion's glory were now 
expected to rise from the ground and to be ready to help in the work of 
restoring that glory aud removing the traces of centuries of desolation 
and destruction. The nations were waiting to see how Israel will 
respond to the call “ Let us be ready and do what is expected of us.” 


The League and the Mandates. 


QUESTIONNAIRE PREPARED. 

The Danish Government has deposited with the Secretariat of the 
League of Nations the instruments of ratification of the various protocols 
and amendments to the Covenant of the League which were adopted at 
the second meeting of the Assem)!y. The Mandates Commission has 
completed its task. 

At its last meoting it prepared a questionnaire to aid the British and 
French Governments in the preparation of their annual reports on the 
Administration of Pdlestine and Syrie. The next meeting of the 
Commieston has been fixed for Jaly 20, 1923. 

The President of the Commission, in his closing speech, thanked the 
Mandatory Powers for the help they had given the Commission, and 
congratulated them on their devotion to their civilising task in the 
territories under their Mandate.— Geneva, Friday.

New Legislative Assembly in Palestine. 


DISMISSAL OF JEWISH OFFICIALS. 


[From our Correspondent.. JERUSALEM. 

The elected members of the Legislative Assembly in Palestine will 
comprise eight Moslems, two Christians and two Jews. All former 
Ottoman subjects, and those who, by reason of their permanent residence 
in the country, are qualified for Palestinian citizenship, will be eligible 
to vote in the general elections. 

The High Commissioner recently discussed with representatives of 
the Vaad Leumi, the dismissal of a number of Jewish civil servants, 
including the Vice-Governor of Tiberias. Sir Herbert Samuel said 
that the dismissals were not in any way connected with the religion or 
nationality of the individuals concerned. However, he promised to 
examine the matter further. | 

There appears to be no immediate prospect of ameliorating the 
present harsh immigration restrictions in this country. During the past 
few months, 125 Jews who had visas for Palestine have been refused 
entry into the country, because they could not satisfy the stringent 
regulations now in force. The Vaad l-eumi has again appealed to Sir 
Herbert Samuel to relax the restrictions.

SOUTH AMERICAN ACTIVITIES. 


Dr, Wilensky, the representative of the Keren Hayesod and the 
Zionist Executive of South Anterica, returned to London yesterday week, 
after a nine months’ tour of the South American Republics.

Brazil, Chili, and the Argentine. In spite of the economic crisis and the 
small Jewish population in that country, the materia! results achieved are 
quite considerable. Brazil, witha Jewish population cf 7.009, subscribed 
300,000 millreis (£10,000), a sum which is being paid in regular monthly 
instalments. Chili, with a Jewish population Of 2.500, subscribed some 
£3,000, to be paid up in quarterly instalments. In Argentine, Dr. 
Wilensky's activities were mainly confined to the realisation of the

the old soil is manifesting itself. A great ‘restoration’ is taking place 
which, if not the actual fulfilment of prophecy, comes very near it. A 
Jewish press is creating a new public opinion. When the Karl of Balfour 
made that historic plea for Israel by which he marked his entrance into 
the House of Lords, great enthusiasm was shown in Jerusalem. When 
the news was flashed across the wires that the League of Nations had 
endorsed the British Mandate for Palestine, wild excitement ran through 
the land; it was a day of Simcha, indeed. 


JEWS AND ARABS. 

“There is, unfortunately, still a feeling of bitterness between Jews 
and Arabs, and an Arab feeling of hostility which has been inflamed by 
certain agitators and fed by unwise utterances on the part of some Jews. 
But now that the Mandate is a fail accompli, this feelirg will no doubt 
tend to disappear. Asfor Sir Herbert Samuel, he has shown wonderful 
tact — yes, true statesmanship—in dealing with a most difficult and delicate 
situation: ‘He maketh even his enemies to be at peace with him.” 

Did you meet him personally ? 

“ Yes, and we found Sir Herbert and Lady Samuel most hospitable, 
My family and myself were twice entertained at Government House—the 
palace on the Mount of Olives which was built by the Roman Emperor. 
Sir Herbert took us up to the summit and showed us what is, perbaps, 
the finest view in the land. ‘There,’ he said, pointing East, ‘is the 
Jordan, with the land of Moab beyond the Dead Sea. And there, south- 
ward, lies Anathoth, where Jeremiah was born. Here (indicating some 
steps) is an ancient tomb, with a stone at the opening of each grave, as 
described in the New Testament.’ ” 

What other interesting people did you meet? 

* Ben Jabuda, to whom, along with Yellin, is chiefly due the revival 
of Hebrew. I found him still at work on bis magnum opus—the Hebrew 
Dictionary. His talented son edits Jewish papers in Jerusalem ,; his 
talented and charming daughters speak perfect Eoglish. But when 
Jabuda hears English spoken at bis table, be says be feels himself in exile. 
Achad-Ha’am I met on the Casino pier in Tel Aviv. Sir William Deedes 
I first met at the American Consulate. He and bis mother clierish @ 
romantic regard for the Jewish people. We visited Mr. Norman Bentwich, 
and at different places we ran across other members of bis gifted family. 
We also made the acy uaintance of Dr. Eder and Mr. Chaikin. The latter 
is an architect, busy in the work of rebuilding Palestine. And 1 came 
across various Americans. As soon as I reached Jerusalem, | was 
invited to a Fourth of July banquet given by the resident Americans, 
and asked to make a speech. Miss Henrietta Szold, one of the 
most cultured of American Jewesses, settled in Palestine two years 
ago to take up the supervision of a hospital for the Hadassah 
unit. Miss Berger gave up her American work of supervising 
the Y.W.H.A. to devote herself to Zionist work; she places war orphans 
for the J.D.C. Mrs. Fels, the philanthropist to whom the agricuitural 
colony of Petach Tikvah owes so mucb,!l also met. Dr. Wise, of New 
York, and Mr. Rosenbloom were both there in the interest of the Brandeis 
group of Zionists, which has just established a loan bank in Palestine. 


IN SYRIA, 

“T visited Syria, and saw the wonderful temples at Baalbek. At 
Damascus,$the famous Abana river flowed just beneath my hotel windows. 
One of the finest villas 1 have ever seen was that of Jacob Stamboul in 
the Jewish quarter. A strange sight was that of Moslems praying at the 
tomb of John the Baptist in a Damascus mosque. Some of the sights 
there were repellent—for instance, children under six working in @ 
factory ten hours a day, and the over-loading of camels, whose backs 
seemed to be waiting for the last straw to break them. And many of the 
Arabian women are treated as beasts of burden, while their busbands 
might be seen riding on asses at their side. Even the status of Jewish 
women is stil) medi#val; but a Women’s Rights’ party has just been 
formed. The picturesque dresses of the Bedouins are, perhaps, unchanged 
since Bible times.” 

RETURN TO AMERICA, 


Dr. Harris returns to America at the end of the montb, in time to 
dedicate the new Temple of his congregation. It will incinde a 
“Community Centre,” which isa new department in American congre- 
gational life. Itis to be open daily for all sorts of cultural and social 
activities. And shortly after his return he will dedicate a new building 
just completed by the “ Federation Settlement,” of which he is President. 

Speaking of the “Federation,” reminded our representative to ask 
Dr. Harris what success had attended the Federation of Jewish Charities 


in New York. He replied :— 

“While it has not yet reached the highest expectations that have 
been formed, New York to-day could scarcely get on without it. It has 
reached more subscribers than previously contributed to the separate 
institutions, and they contribute more than they did before. It has had 
the effect of systematising Jewish charity by organising and correlating 
cognate groups of Societies. It has made a Kehilla of New York Jewry. 
The movement is still in the early stages. ' 

“Identically the same thing as is feared, I observe, in this country 
from suc32 a charitable organisation,” said Rabbi Harris, in conclusion, 

‘was feared by the leaders uf New York Jewry. They thought it would 


_ be disastrous to our charities, and that opposition held the movement 


back for ten years. It was thought that the very immensity of the New 
York poverty problem would militate against the success of such ap 
organisation. So it would seem to me that with your much smaller 
Jewish population the problem would be much simpler. If you were to 
adopt it, you would find that it would bring a pumber of unreached 
elements together ; because the first step in a Federation is systematically 


to canvass the entire community. This is usually done through the 
separate trades and industries, and professions,”

THE AMERICAN JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


The “PUBLICATIONS OF THE AMERICAN JEWISH HISTORICAL Society,” 
No. 28 of which hes just been issued, do not appear to receive the 
attention and encouragement they deserve in the country of their origin. 
Although review copies of the “ Publications” are issued to various 
members of the American Jewish Press, Mr. Albert M, Friedenberg, the 
Corresponding Secretary of the Society, recotds with regret the fact thabd 
from these media of publicity the Society's work is not favoured with 
the notice to which the standing and labours of the Society seem entitled, 
In the case of No. 27 of the “ Publications,” a large and elaborate volume 
representing the devoted labour cf the committee charged with its issue 
over several years, nol a single American Jewish publication in the 
English larquage deemed the book of tufficient wmportance to accord it a 
revicw. Mr. Friedenberg is, therefore, fully justified in adding the 
stinging observation that it is, indeed, to be boped that this silence of the 
American Jewish Press does not indicate a lack of interest in American 
Jewish history on the part of those who are pleased to call themselves 
the moulders of Jewish public opinion in the United States. Iu the 
language of the liturgy, the Jewish Chronicle of London is “ remembered 
for good,” because it “gave a lengthy review of Publication” No. 27. 
No. 2s of the “ Pablications of the American Jewish Historical Society,” 
recently published, is now receiving notice here, not simply in token cf 
appreciation of this gratifying compiment. The volume is an excellent 
production and is full of valuable material. It will be strange, indeed, if 
this work, too, meets with the repeated fate of an apparent conspiracy 
of silence on the part of the American Jewish Press, and if the volume, 
like its predecessor, is without honour in its own country. 

Mr. Friedenbery contributes an article, modestly entitled a “note” 
on “ Thoughts on the Philosophy of American Jewish History,” which in 
aim and method is reminiscent of the late Dr. Joseph Jacobs essay. The 
Typical Character of Anglo-Jewish History.” Mr. Friedenberg thinks that 
students of the history of the Jews in America, and of the causes which 
led to Jewish emigration from all parts of the world to the Western 
hemisphere, have now proceeded far enough in the prosecution of their 
researches to pause and objectively to contemplate the body of facts 


. which they have thus far accumulated. Of course, it should nevcr be 


assumed that historical workers may give us theories without the facts 
to support ther:. Especially is this true of writers who deal with the 
history of the Jewsin America. Their primary fanction is to collect the 
historical particulars of their chosen fleld of investigation and carefully 
to sift and classify the evidence these offer in support of their views. In 
other words, every theory which seeks to explain the facts of Jewish 
history in America must be traced against the beckground.of facts. The 
word “ background” Is susceptible of various interpretations. To some 
it means that before one may speak of the Jews in- America, it is 
proper, indeed necessary, to consider the Jews in various other lands 
from which successive waves of Jewish immigration to America 
emanated. Were the word taken literally, the result would be that 
the forest could not be seen on account of its trees. Too much 
“background” is as much a defect and a disadvantage as too 
little. In the former case the particular subjcct of investigation 
is epguifed by collateral. enquiries. It is mot necessary for the 
student of the history of the Jews in America to deal extensively 
with the history of the Spanish Inquisition in the land of its birth, 
because of its undoubted initluence on the trend of Jewish development in 
America. A brief reference to the main fact is all that is required, the 
more especially as the incidence of the Inquisition in America brings out 
all that is necessary for the background of the picture of its activities in 
the United States. Bearing the foregoing considerations well in mind 
and judging writings of American Jewish historical interest thereby, Mr. 
Friedenberg asserts that. only after the worker has carefully ordered his 
facts and usefally marshalled the material at bis command, has he the 
right to set up his own working bypothesis in explanation of these facts. 
Whenever we read of an appeal to what is grandiloquently called the 
“verdict of history,” we may be reasonably sure that this verdict but 
represents the private, personal opinion of the worker. This cant against 
which Samuel Johnson inveighed with so much force, is twin. brother to 
the rhetorical element which forms a note in American political life. It 
is to the lasting credit of the late Solomon Schechter, so conspieuvous an 
exemplar of recent Aierican Jewish echolarship, that he ever 
insisted on Jewish Americans freeing their minds of cant. He 
intended this to apply to all departments cof American Jewish 
activity, religicue, communal, and historical, Amother important 
detail for the elaboration of a philosophy of American Jewish 
history may be found in what bas been called the biographical 
treatment cf history. Biography enables us to realise life without theory, 
and upon this valuable realisation, to set up a workable theory of life. 
Mr. Friedenberg maintains it is, therefore, possible to construct a 
philosopby of Jewish history in America from the present state of the 
facts at our disposal. Such a philosophy, he argues, will not be all- 
inclusive, nor is it likely to be concurred in by every thinker and worker 
in his special field. It is possible, however, to set up theories which 
serve to explain the hist#ical development of American Jewry and to 
ground them very largely on the materialistic sides of this development. 
If, then, the Jews went to America, in the first instance for the sake of 
material welfare, this circumstance does not involve a sacrifice of great 
ideals. The individual settler was the fore-runner of the group, the group 
of the congregation, the congregation in turn of the national organisation 
in ite myriadforms. But when we go back to the first of- these we deal 
with prime causes, and, no matter how refined. the working-out of 
American Jewish facts be, idealistic efforts may and often do well follow 
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as a devolation inthe wake of material causes. “Material” here means 
real, and real relates inevitab'y to the life of man. Biography is life with. 
out theory. The theory must be preceded by life. 

A pathetic interest attaches to the paper on “ Heinrich Graetz, the 
historian, on the Centenary of his Birth, October sist. 1917,” by the late 
Dr. Gotthard Deutach. lr. Deutsch concluded his verdict by stating that 
had Graetz lived six years longer, he would have been a leading figure 
at the first Zionist Congress. It is also possible that, had Graetz been 
able to revise the eleventh volume of his History for a second edition, he 
would have toned down some of the harsh statements which militate 
against the fundamental principle of all historiography to understand all 
movements from their own time. Another Graetz will have to assiga 
more space to the economic and social life of the Jews and leas to some 
literary productions which have a mere ephemeral value. He will have 
to resurrect the Haskaiah authors whom Graetz entirely overlooked. He 
will bave to assiga their proper places to the Hebrew novel and to Yiddish 
literature with their great influence on the masses. He will have to 
correct some errors fn details of which no work of such large scope can be 
entirely free. He will have to free himself from that romanticism which 
coloured Graetz’s presentation of characters like Charlemagne, making 
him overlook the fact that such characters have become heroes of legends 
in Jewish as well as in general history. He will be even more just to 
Christianity, though the blood of a warm-hearted Jew will always curl at 
the recital of the atrocities perpetrated on the Jews in the name ofa 
pretended higher conception of ethics. Yet, when a new Graetz shall 
bave superseded the still unequalled master of Jewish historiography so 
completely that his work will be reduced to the rank of source material, 
Graetz will still remain the master-builder of Jewish history, both as 
scholar and as writer. In England, however, we are looking forward to 
a new History of the Jews, not written by a single author, but produced 
on co-operative lines, like the Cambridge History, in which particu'ar 
periods and subjects will be assigned to individual specialists, all con 
tributing to a consistent whole. : 


Mr. Max J. Kohler is the author of a valuable paper on “ Educational 
Reforms in Europe in their Relation to Jewish Emancipation, 1774-1919.” 
Mr. Kobler points out that it is important to remember that any sound 
and comprehensive plan for Jewish amelioration during the past century 
has included educational reforms, and instruction in the vernacular, as 
essential elements, and that the Jews themselves, in the countries 
involved, must add the element of self-emancipation to render effective 


any grant of full civil and political rights in the countries In which they 
dwell. 


Dr. Harry Friedenwald writes on “Jewish Physicians in Italy: Their 
Relation to the Papal and Italian States.” In his admirable sketch of 
the position which Jewish physicians occupied in the life of Italy it is 
apparent that they were an important infiuence and formed a link 
between the two separate communities, the dominant Christian and the 
oppressed and down-trodden Jewish. In his letter to Jechiel of Naples, 
Isaac Abravanel asks: “ Whether there were Jewish physicians in the 
Italian states, and whether the princes of the Church employed them — 
Physicians possess the key to the hearts of the great, upon whom the fate of 
the Jews depsnds.” We do not know the answer Jechiel gave. But itis 
clear that no class or profession did more to gain for the Jewish communities 
the respect and acknowledgment of merit than the long line of honourable 
and learned members of the medica! profession. The lrontispiece to the 
volume is a reproduction of the Papal Ball as to the Jewish Physicians 
issued by Gregory XIII. in 1541. Gregory XIII., Onding that the previous 
papal decrees against the medical practice of Jews among Christians 
were disregarded, punished not only the Jewish physician but the 
Christian patient as well. 


‘* Moses Jacob Ezekiel,” the sculptor, is the subject of an interesting 
essay by Dr. David Philipsop, and there are, papers on “Gabriel 
Milan, the Jewish Governor of St. Thomas,” by Mr. Lee M. Friedman, and

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Summer Camps. 
JEWISH LADS’ BRIGADE (Provincial). 


As briefly reported in our last issue, the twenty-third Camp was held 
at Squire’s Gate, St. Anne’s-on-Sea. Lieut.-Col. E. C. Q. Henriques was 
in command. The health of the lads was particularly good, there being 
no serious sickness. Dr. Wigoder and Dr. B. Hirson were the medical 
officers. 

Captain David Cansino, the Quartermaster, with his staff and a 
special fatigue party. worked hard prior to the Camp period, and so 
perfect were the arrangements, that everything was in order previous 
to the arrival of the main body.

LOWER BROUGHTON SYNAGOGUE, 


This synagogue, which has recently been decorated and installed 
with electric light, was re-consecrated last Sunday in the presence of a 
large gathering. A gold key was presented by the President, Mr. B. 
Gremson, to Mr. A. M. Sandler, J.P., who formally opened the building. 

Rabbi Harris Levine consecrated the synagogue and delivered an 
address in Yiddish, pleading for more support of the synagogue and for 
Classrooms. Unfortunately, a large number of boys in the locality wer« 
without Hebrew teaching, and it was desired that a branch of the Talmud 
Torah should be erected ian Lower Broughton for the convenience of the 
Jewish dwellers in that district. 

The Rev. Nathan Isaacs (Minister of the New Synagogue) deliveres 
an address, taking his text from the previous day's Sedrah, “ Behold I 
give you this day a blessing.” He dwelt on the necessity of a larger 
Synagogue being erected in the locality and also of a Talmud Torah 
school in Lower Broughton. Jewish schools were their protectorate and 
& shield throughout every generation. He concluded with a prayer. 

Subsequently a reception was held at Maccabean Hall and was 
largely attended. Mr. A.J. Levy presided. 

Rabbi H. Levine proposed and Rev. N. Isaacs seconded the toast of 
the ‘President of the Lower Broughton Synagogue.” They eulogised 
his services and communal activities. They appealed for increased finan. 
cial support for the synagogue emphasising the importance of establishing 
religion classes and having a branch of the Manchester Talmud Torah. 
The present condition of affairs showed that hundreds of children were 
being brought up without a proper Hebrew education. 

Mr. Gremson, in responding, said that had it not been for the 
assistance of his Executive and Committee the important work could never 
have been accomplished. They were all anxious to havea larger synagogue 
and likewise a Talmud Torah in the district. Their children cried out, 
for education, and theircry must be answered. Heappealed for financial 
support towards that object. 

Mr. David Levy proposed, and Mr. Gremson seconded, the toast of 
Mr. A. M. Sandler, J.!’., and eulogised his co'umuaal services. Mr. 
Sandler responded. 

Thanks were accorded to the ladies who assisted in making the 
arrangements and who acted as stewardesses at the dinner, to the Rev.

£1R,—I take up my pen with extreme reluctance to addsess you upon 
& matter affecting that small pertion of the community that is mentally 


aftlicted, and through the mediumof your valuable paper I wish to place 
the case before your readers. 


A little over three years ago a suggestion was made to the Liverpool 
Visiting Committee to the effect that steps should be taken to segregate 
all Jewish patients from the various institutions in the County of 
Lancashire—some of which are scarcely visited by a Jewish Minister— 
into one Asylum with a view to providing kasher food for al), and as far 
as possible to create for them a Jewish atmosphere. 

in conjunction with the Manchester Visiting Committee we have 
secured the following resolution which was passed by the Lancashire 
Asylum Board on the 29th September, 1921. 

Resolved: That the committee of visitors for Prestwich Asylum be 
requested to arrange for all Jewish patients in other Asylums, whose parents or

For 
the rest, Miss Maggie Teyte and Mr. John Coates sang their best; Mr. York 
Bowen played Lisz.'’s “ Huogarian Fantasia” with much brilliance, and 
the whole performance may be taken as a bappy avugury for the season. 

During the week the soloists bave included Melisa, Lilia Kanevsekaya, 
and Signor Francesco Ticciati.

Atrocious Railway Carriage Incident.

OBJECTED TO JEWISH PASSENGERS. 


A SALUTARY PUNISHMENT. 


A scuofioin a railway carriage from Preston to Wigan on Saturday 
night was described at Wigan, when George Whitling, a bookmaker’s 
clerk, of St. Oswald Street, Old Swan, near Liverpool, was charged 
with assaulting Hyman Weinstein, of Pleasant Street, Liverpool, 
and damaging his clothing, and also with assaulting a railway 
goods guard. Weinstein said he and two other Jews boarled the 
train on Saturday night at Preston, and defendant immediately 
remarked, “We want no Jews here.” Witness did not reply, 
but went to another carriage, and told a goods guard what had 
happened. Defendant followed them and remarked, “ These——Jews 
bad never fought for King and ccuntry, and they bate Englishmen like 
poison.’’ He etruck witness three times, blacking his eye. He then 
seized him by the neck and trousers, dropped the window, and attempted 
to throw him through the window. The xu ods guard interfered and 
defendant knocked him down among the other passengers. Someone 
closed the window, and witness shouted “ Murder,’’ but managed to pull 
the communication cord, and the train was stopped near Wigan. 
Defendant left the compartment and was given into custody at Wigan. 
Witness did not know the defendant and gave him no provocation. 
Defendant was under the influence of drink, but well knew what he was 
doing. A solicitor who appeared for the defence said defendant and 
another man were returning from the races at Ayr and they had had 
some drink. He admitted assaulting Weinstein, who, he said, made some 
retnarks in Yiddish to his companion which annoyed him. He added that 
defendant had never been in trouble before, and had served in the Army 
in Italy and France. He was formerly a licensee in Liverpool, but lost 
his job on his return from the war. Defendant was fined 20s. for the 
assault on the guard, 203. for damage to the clothing, while for the assault 
on Weinstein he was sent to prison for a month with bard labour.

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3 YOUNG ISRAEL. 


At last the fateful day arrived, and 
they did not know where to go, what 
todo. Where coald the whole of a 
population so big and important as 
the community of Prague tind a 
refuge’ On the morn-ng of the 
ist of Jaly all the synagogues were 
packed with people, worahipping for 
the last time in the holy places 
where their ancestors bad prayed for 
centuries. After the service, all 
went to the cemetery to pray for the 
last time at the graveside of their 
dearest. Many, indeed, were they 
who envied the dead their resting- 
piace ta the beloved Prague. Bela, 
Mordecai Zemach’s young wife, with 
her children, knelt down at the 
tomb of her father, weeping bitter! v. 
W here was he —her beloved husband” 
Was he still alive? Did he know in 
what danger and stress they all were? 
He, who was always ready to help— 
Where was he now in this hour of 
horror and pain? Shecould not stay 
any longer with her bitter thoughts; 
the fatal hour bad arrived—people 
must be ready to go—the clock began 
to strike—it was mid-day. In that 
moment a shock went through the 
crowd—®& man on horseback came 
galloping up the main street, his 
head bandaged, his face and bauds 
blood-stained, his clothes torn, his 
hair and beard white. He held a 
scroll of parchment high in bis hand. 
and shouting, ‘Saved, Jews of 
Prague, you are saved!” he fell 
unconscious from his horse. Soon 
afterwards came an _ Imperial 
messeuger, he also holding a docu- 
ment, and shouting: *‘ By Imperial 
order, the Jews of Prague are to 
remain if the Jew Mordecai Zemach 
reaches the town before twelve 
o'clock,’’ 

So were the Jews of Prague saved 
by a son of their own community. 
In one moment their sorrow was 
turned into joy and pride, pride in 
the courage and devotion of one 
of their blood. They surrounded 

ordecai’s house, and, as soou as 
he had recovered, he told his family 
and the old Rabbi of his adventures 


and his distress when, on reaching | 
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Vienna, he had discoverod that only 
three days were left to hia to bring 
his mission toa successfulend. The 
Fmperor had received him very 
uograciously. The release of the 
Pope, hie said, was almost too late — 
he had given all orders for the 
expulsion of the Jews, and he could 
kee; his promise only if Mordecai 
could be tm Prague before twelve 
o'clock on the appointed§ day. 
Mordecai’s friends could only help 
him by giving him a very good horse, 
but even then it seemed impossible 
to be in time. Only God could 
be!) —and full of contidence in God's 
help Mordecai started on his difficult 
journey. He rode day and night, 
never stopping for food or drink for 
himself—the horse alone he tended 
and fed. Riding through forests, 
his clothes were cut to pieces, his 
eye was pearly torn out by a thorn — 
he did notoare. Bandaging his head 
and the bleeding eye with a kerchief, 
he rodeon; his hands were swollen 
and bloodsta:ned —he did uot think of 
it, he hardly felt it—his thoughts and 
prayers were only: ‘‘God of Israel! 
Help. O help me to save the children 
of Israe!'"’ And God has helped,”’ 
he addei triumphantly, looking at 
bis wife and childrev and the vener 
able old Rabbi, the only one who had 
known of his mission. 

Children. are taught to aimire 
many heroes. Let Jewish children 
admire this modest mau, who has 
certainly a right to be called “‘A 
Nationai Hero.”’

Auntie’s Chat. 


I have just been reading an interesting little book by l’rofessor 
Flinders Petrie on “The Status of the Jews in Kgypt.” Professor 
Petrie is one of those patient people who spends half the year digging 
in the sand and the other balf telling the world about his discoveries 
concerning the people who lived a few thousand years ago. happen 
to know Professor Petrie, and I love him. I like him to tell me about 
his mummies and monuments, and scarabs and sarcopbagi (other- 
wise beetles and tombs.) He has found out quite a lot about the 


Jews who lived in Egypt centuries ago. 


And it is important to 


remember that the relations of the Jews with Egypt were by no 
means confined to those described in Genesis and Exodus. 


A JEWISH ENGRAVER, 
Professor Petrie tells us that during the oppression in Egypt not 


all the Israelites were common slaves. 


Thus he found a family 


tablet of a chief of cavalry of Rameses II., on which the Egyptians 


are shown worshipping the various gods of the country, 


In the 


margin are the names of the servants, headed by one unmistakably 
Hebrew, who was the scribe engraver. The fact that Israelites were 
employed by Egyptians to carve the pictures of their idols gives 
especial point to the commandment against making graven images. 


TRIBAL LABOUR, 


Another interesting fact which Professor Petrie brings out is that 
the Israelities who remained in a servile position were not iu the 
least in the condition of being individually bought and sold like cattle 
asin American slavery. They were organised in regular families, with 
their scribes or officers of theic own under the “commanders of 
tribute” of the Egyptians. Their labour was a sort of tribal tax 
which they had to render, and for which their own headmen were 
responsible. How and when the individual worked was the affair of 
his own family and clan, and could not be dictated by the I.gyptian, 
so long as the total output was maintained. The position was that 
the Israelites were taxed for labour as a whole population, but were 
left to follow their owao arrangements. There were a few Israelites 
who had entered on special trades (like the engraver mentioned 
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above), and who were scattered about the country. They were 
probably lost to sight in mixture with the general population. 

I hope to return to Professor\Petrie’s book next week, and to tell 
you something of his great discovery of the famous “Temple of 


Onias.”

Mordecai locked upon this man, the 
highest on earth, whose word was 
able to release the mighty Emperor's 
oath—the man whose decision meant 
life or death for himeelf, his family, 
his whole community—the large 
and ancient community of Prague. 
His beart was beating wildly and, 
trembling, he began to speak and 
explain this extraordinary mission of 
his. Pope Pius was satisfied that 
the document, the signature. and the 
seal were genuine, aud he listened 
with interest to Mordecai’s explana- 
tion. | 

Mordecai’s voice grew steadier, and 
he told the Pope what the Jewish 
people suffered. Al!! his fervent love 
and, at the same time, his feeling 
for the injustice, the untold pain, the 
humiliation, inflicted on the children 
of Israel, the persecutions, the expul- 
sions to which they were exposed, 
all their sorrow, al) their troubles, 
found expression in his ardent 
eloquence. *‘ You read our Bible,’’ 
he exclaimed, ** you sing the Psalms 
of David, but the children of David 
you persecute.”’ The Pope listened 
silently; his face was pale, and when 
Mordecai kne!t down, and, sobbing, 
begged ‘'Grace, O, grace for the 
Jews of Prague,’’ he saw a tear in the 
eyes of Pius. He took Mordecai’s 
hand kindly, and said to him: *‘No 
child of Israel shall be touched as 
long as I am sitting in Peter's 
chair.’’ 

He wrote at once the release of 
Ferdinand’s oath, handed it to Mor- 
decai, and said: *‘ Leave Rome on 
the instant; you must hurry to be in 
time. If you are late, my release can 
be of no help.” 

One can imagine with what feelings 
Mordecai left the Vatican. He did 
not lose a moment, and the same day 
he set out for home; but he had only 
reached Milan when a sudden illness 
struck him dowra. The excitemenié 
aud overwork had been too much 
even forthis manofiron. A stranger 
iu a strange city, Mordecai was nearly 
a month in bed. He was fully aware 
what this delay meant for bis mission 
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~but he was unable to move: it was 
sheer will-power that enabled him to 
continue his journey as soon as he 
feltalittie better. 1t was a very long 
journey from Milan to Vienna in 
those far-off daya when there were 
no trains and no proper communica- 
tion, and some weeks more elapsed 
before he reached the capital be had 
left, but so shorta time before, asa 
ong and vigorous man; and now 
1¢@ returned weak with fever and 
grown thin and grey with anxiety. 

In the meantime, Mordecai 
Zemach’s disappearance from Prague 
had been much commented upon 
there. Nobody knew where he had 
gone, not even his wife Bela, who 
was left in complete ignorance and 
distress with her two little boys. On 
the eve of the first Seder they had 
celebrated in their own house, a 
strange visitor had entered with 
whom Mordecai had held a long 
conversation, then he had gone late 
at night to the Rabbi, who bad 
bidden him go without one moment’s 
delay, and from that moment be bad 
completely disappeared. 

And strange, evi! rumours filled 
the ghetto of Prague at the same 
time. All the Jews, rich and poor, 
you and old, were to be driven 
outof Prague. Oaly whispered at 
first, mot quite believed by most 
people, the rumour soon took a more 
serious aspect; officials already 
knew about it. One day in June came 
the terrible news—all the Jews were 
to leave Prague on the first day of 
July in that year, 1561. No appeal 
was to be made, no exceptions were 
to be accorded, On the first of July 
at mid-day every Jewish sou! must 
leave the town, the synagogue won!d 
be pulled down, and the building of 
a new church starte at once. So 
ran the strict order of His Christian 
Majesty, the Emperor Ferdinand I. 

The Jews of Prague knew they 
were doomed. A deputation sent at 
once to Vienna was not even received 
by the lower officials. From all 
sides they were told that nothing 
would help—the Emperor had sworn 
to drive out all Jews from Bohemia, 
and nothing would induce him to 
break his oath. 
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
